Roger  S.  Cohen,  Jr. 


Roger  Cohen  began  his  collecting  career  after  being  given  his 
first  "Little  1  lalf  Sister"  (1  lalf  Cent)  by  a  school  pal.  It  was  an  1835, 
and  a  local  coin  dealer  said  it  was  only  worth  35c,  much  to  Roger's 
chagrin.  Shortly  thereafter,  Roger  lost  it  on  a  visit  to  the  zoo. 
Nevertheless,  the  memory  stuck  and  years  later,  when  he  was 
entering  young  adulthood,  a  friend  gave  him  a  handful  of  the 
"Little  1  lalf  Sisters",  which  had  belonged  to  the  friend's  ancestors, 
along  with  the  comment  "Twenty  cents  took  a  lot  of  coins  in  those 
days."  Roger  started  on  a  date  set,  which  he  completed  in  about  a 
year.  Later,  Roger  borrowed  a  copy  of  the  Gilbert  reference  book 
from  the  ANA  library,  and  began  classifying  was  his  coins  by 
variety.  (Unfortunately,  no  great  rarities  showed  up,  but  the 
variety  bug  had  bitten.) 

During  the  following  years,  Roger  accumulated  a  partial 
variety  collection.  However,  in  1953  he  sold  most  of  his  1  lalf  Cents 
to  purchase  his  first  home,  but  kept  certain  favorites  that  he  could 
not  bear  to  be  without.  Within  a  short  while,  he  was  again  well  on 
the  way  to  completing  a  major  variety  collection. 

Roger  did  not  believe  he  would  ever  complete  a  variety  collection  at  the  time  he  wrote  his  introduction  to  the 
first  edition  of  American  Half  Cent*  in  1971.  As  he  says,  it  was  written  because  he  had  been  longing  to  read  about 
his  favorite  series  and  there  was  nothing  then  available  in  print,  aside  from  the  outdated  1916  Gilbert  book.  An 
outpouring  of  information  resulted  during  the  ensuing  decade  after  publication  of  this  book,  and  an  updated  edition 
was  soon  called  for.  His  revision  appeared  in  19S2. 

(Collectors  find  it  fascinating  that  Roger  Cohen  was  the  first  collector  in  history  to  complete  a  variety  as  well  as 
subvariety  collection  of  Half  Cents.  No  one  else  had  ever  assembled  such  a  complete  collection,  including  the  rare 
lettered  edge  and  gripped  edge  varieties,  along  with  a  number  of  the  elusive  Proof  issues.) 

Grading  Roger's  Half  Cents  proved  challenging  because  of  the  number  of  unusual  coins  he  had  found;  many  are 
off-center,  double  or  triple  struck  or  have  varying  degrees  of  problems  that  often  attend  early  copper  coinage.  We 
have  graded  the  collection  using  Early  American  Coppers  Club  grading,  but  as  Roger  so  aptly  said  in  the 
introduction  to  his  second  edition  "Each  person  must  learn  to  make  his  own  evaluation  and,  depending  on  the 
circumstances,  let  his  evaluation  be  known."  Furthermore,  Roger  advises  that  each  collector  learn  by  viewing  as 
many  Half  Cents  as  possible,  and  gaining  as  much  experience  as  possible  in  the  art  of  grading.  This  collection  will 
provide  any  novice  collector  who  devotes  sufficient  time  to  viewing  the  coins,  a  graduate  level  course  in  the  art  of 
grading. 

For  convenience,  we  are  providing  weights  in  grains.  These  can  be  converted  into  grams  by  dividing  the  number 
of  grains  by  15.432.  In  addition,  I  find  Jules  Reiver's  system  of  identifying  the  reverse  lettering  with  letter-number 
combinations  to  be  verv  convenient;  hence  the  letters  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  HALF  CENT  are  identified 


this  method,  when  we  say  T3E2,  we  are  referring  to  the  TE  of  STATES;  and  similarly,  C2E4,  we  are  referring  to  the 
CE  of  CENT.  In  putting  the  sale  in  order,  coins  are  generally  listed  by  variety,  with  the  early  die  states  first,  and 
continuing  to  the  latest  die  state.  Unusual  strikings  are  placed  at  the  end  of  each  variety. 

Special  thanks  is  due  to  Mike  Packard  and  Frank  Wilkinson,  who  together  provided  all  of  the  pedigree 
information  and  much  of  the  Condition  Census  information  from  Roger's  extensive  notes.  A  number  of  others 
assisted,  including  Jack  Robinson,  Jim  McGuigan,  Doug  Bird,  Bill  Noyes,  "R.  Tettenhorst,"  Anthony  Terranova,  John 
Murbach  and  Paul  Rvnearson.  Without  their  combined  efforts,  this  catalogue  would  not  have  been. 

In  the  balance  sheet  of  life,  Roger  (who  had  a  successful  career  as  a  Certified  Public  Accountant)  was  a  very  lucky 
man.  He  was  blessed  with  a  wife  who  understood  his  love  affair  with  coins;  in  fact,  she  herself  collects  American 
Colonial  issues  and  loves  them  as  devotedly  as  Roger  did  his  "Little  Half  Sisters."  Deborah  Cohen  also  supported 
Roger's  many  other  historical  interests — he  was  an  avid  collector  of  Civil  War  artifacts  and  studied  this  historic 
conflict  extensively.

2.  The  auctioneer,  and  cataloger,  Superior  Galleries  (“Superior”)  reserves  the  right  to  include  in  any  auction  sale  its  own  material  as  well  as  ma¬ 
terial  from  affiliated  or  related  companies.  Superior,  and  its  affiliated  or  associated  companies  may  have  direct  or  indirect  interest  in  these,  or 
other  items,  and  may  collect  a  minimum  price  from  the  consignor  in  addition  to  part,  or  less,  than  the  full  selling  commission  mentioned  else¬ 
where  in  these  Terms,  this  paragraph  shall  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  description  of  all  lots  contained  in  this  catalog.

obverse  has  a  major  lamination.  The  “hooked  bust  line,”  L  above 
forecurl;  U  and  A3  distant  from  ribbon  ends.  101.23  grains.  This 
Half  Cent  is  a  beautiful  tan  with  pristine,  glossy  surfaces.  However, 
there  is  a  large  planchet  lamination  which  has  peeled  off  the  obverse 
from  the  base  of  the  coin  to  the  top.  Because  of  this  lamination,  no 
net  grade  could  be  determined  and  individual  buyers  will  have  render 
their  own  opinions.  Another  area  on  the  obverse  appears  to  be  weak 
and  ready  to  peel  off  from  the  I  to  the  rim  before  the  tip  of  bust,  but 
remains  attached.  Half  the  date  and  ERTY,  as  well  as  everything  in 
between,  is  weakly  visible  because  of  the  lamination.  At  a  glance,  one 
would  think  that  the  coin  should  be  significantly  underweight,  yet  it 
is  less  than  5%  below  other  high  grade  coins  and  close  to  the  Con- 
gressionally  mandated  weight.  Inside  the  lamination,  there  is  some 
red  coloring,  but  it  is  not  too  distracting.  Turning  to  the  reverse,  it  is 
nearly  perfect,  lovely  color  and  surfaces,  the  only  detractions  requir¬ 
ing  a  glass  to  discern.  A  faint  toning  spot  above  E2  as  well  as  a  very 
faint  scratch  between  E2  and  S2.  Plated  (obverse  only)  in  the  second 
edition  of  Cohens  Half  Cent  book. 

Curiously,  a  number  of  planchets  from  this  variety  exhibit  lami¬ 
nations,  apparently  the  copper  supply  received  improper  casting  and 
rolling  before  striking.  This  coin  should  be  viewed  by  any  prospective 
bidders  so  that  each  can  fully  evaluate  this  unusual  example. 

This  coin  has  striking  characteristics  and  color  that  would 
easily  put  it  within  the  top  12  coins  for  the  variety.  Yet,  the 
planchet  defect  is  so  massive  that  most  viewers  either  think  it 
destroys  the  coin’s  desirability  or  gives  it  a  great  deal  of 
“character.”  We  don’t  believe  many  will  take  a  middle  ground 
stance.  Roger  thought  the  coin  was  a  fascinating  piece  with  an 
abundance  of  character.  In  fact,  it  was  one  of  the  most  prized  Half 
Cents  in  his  extensive  collection  as  it  so  clearly  testifies  to  the 
many  trials  and  tribulations  experienced  by  the  officials  and 
coiners  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  during  its  embryonic 
development.

Sharpness  of  Fine,  but  moderate  porosity  and  a 
small  scrape  on  the  1  of  LIBER1  Y,  another  above  TE  on  the  reverse  reduce 
the  grade.  Areas  of  dark  red,  mostly  on  the  periphery.  Well  centered  and  a 
pleasing  example  of  this  scarce  variety.

1  he  obverse  clash  marks  are  heavy,  deeper  than  on  the  precedingcoin.  Again, 
no  reverse  clash  marks  arc  visible.  Roger  once  discussed  this  conundrum  with 
Mike  Packard  as  to  why  such  heavy  clash  marks  occurred  on  the  obverse,  yet 
none  on  the  reverse  die.  Both  noted  that  they  had  never  seen  clash  marks  on 
the  reverse  die  for  this  variety,  and  that  they  had  never  seen  another  variety  that 
used  this  obverse  die  either.  Perhaps  a  new  variety  of  1794  is  waiting  to  be 
discovered,  one  with  prominent  clash  marks  on  the  reverse.  Or,  possibly  this 
reverse  die  was  a  tough  old  bird  which  refused  to  be  impressed  by  the  designs 
and  repeated  attentions  of  her  mate.  Lastly,  perhaps  the  clash  marks  were 
polished  off  the  reverse,  but  left  on  the  obverse.  Whatever  the  solution,  here  is 
a  beautiful  coin,  one  that  just  misses  being  in  the  Condition  Census  and  will 
certainly  lx-  a  highlight  in  any  collection.

Early  on,  Commodore  Eaton  noticed  that  most  1794  Half  Cents  had  small  edge  letters,  but  discovered  that  a  few  could  be  found  with  large  edge  letters.  Not  many 
people  paid  attention  to  the  edges,  and  this  information  languished  for  several  decades.  With  the  recent  publications  on  Half  Cents  and  explosive  growth  of  the  Early 
American  Coppers  club,  many  people  have  now  set  to  the  task  to  further  differentiate  between  dies,  subvarieties,  and  even  multiple  die  states,  these  are  all  now  eagerly 
sought  by  legions  of  collectors.

berries  beneath  F  and  left  leg  of  A2.  Large  edge  letters.  105.71  grains.  Details  of  a  higher  grade,  but  whizzed  at  one  time  and  now  retoning.  Rotated 
40°  clockwise  on  the  reverse,  common  to  this  variety.  A  tiny  planchet  lamination  just  above  the  pole  at  the  rim,  another  near  lowest  curl.  Similarly,  a 
light  lamination  above  the  tail  of  the  right  ribbon  end.  On  balance,  the  surfaces  show  few  circulation  marks  and  aside  from  the  whizzing,  reveal  little 
evidence  of  handling. 

When  Roger  issued  his  Second  Edition  in  1 981 ,  he  knew  of  only  this  coin  with  the  Large  Edge  Letters.  Since  then,  three  others  have  turned  up,  all 
in  lower  grades. 

This  was  one  of  the  Final  two  coins  Roger  needed  to  complete  his  business  strike  collection  of  Half  Cents  by  die  variety  (including  the  subvarieties 
with  various  edge  letters).  Both  coins  (the  other  is  the  unique  1794  Cohen -6b)  were  acquired  from  Bill  Weber  in  an  earth  shaking  trade  that  occurred 
in  October  of  1988,  about  two  years  before  Roger’s  death.  As  a  result  of  this  trade,  Roger  completed  his  Half  Cent  variety  set,  the  first  person  to  complete 
this  series,  with  great  personal  satisfaction.

Sharpness  of  a  higher  grade, 
but  a  dark  substance  covers  the  coin  so  that  it  is  almost  black  when  held  in  a 
light.  An  aura  of  silver  radiates  from  the  medallic  devices,  as  the  obverse  die 
reveals  vastly  different  engraving  from  those  seen  previously  in  1794.  What 
appears  to  be  bumps  along  the  edge  is  caused  by  the  edge  lettering,  similar  to 
many  Bust  Half  Dollars  that  exhibit  this  same  irregularity  from  edge  letter¬ 
ing.  The  mint  was  apparently  experimenting  with  the  edge  collar,  causing  the 
rim  irregularity.  Roger  listed  this  coin  as  Eighth  in  his  Condition  Census  for 
the  variety,  making  it  one  of  the  better  coins  available,  as  one  of  the  better 
ones  resides  in  the  British  Museum.  Plated  in  the  first  edition  of  Roger’s  book 
and  should  generate  considerable  excitement. 

The  bust  of  Liberty  is  clashed  on  the  reverse  and  a  strong  die  crack  extends 
from  the  rim  through  El  to  the  H. 

For  reasons  unknown,  the  Mint  tinkered  with  the  large  letter  edge  die  on 
varieties  Cohen-2,  3,  4,  5  and  6.  After  extensive  use  on  the  Cohen- 1  variety  of 
1794,  this  large  edge  lettering  device  was  employed  on  a  handful  of  coins  on 
each  of  these  five  varieties,  and  remains  unknown  after  the  high  relief  or 
mountainous  hair  obverse  dies  came  into  use  with  Cohen-7  and  on.  By  1795. 
a  new  edge  lettering  die  was  employed,  differing  from  both  used  in  1794.

As 
the  mint  had  recently  changed  to  this  high  relief  style  hair  in  late  1794,  they 
noticed  that  Liberty’s  curls  received  the  bulk  of  the  initial  wear.  Therefore, 
once  a  coin  entered  circulation,  it  quickly  wore  down  to  Very  Fine  or  so.  By 
1795,  a  lower  relief  head  punch  was  used  to  engrave  dies,  keeping  the  hair  in 
shallow  relief  allowed  the  dentils  to  protect  the  devices  and  also  receive  the 
wear,  allowing  Liberty’s  curls  to  remain  strong  after  months  of  circulation.  A 
lovely  coin  that  would  grace  any  collection.

Sharpness  of  Mint  State  60,  but  very  weakly  struck.  Nevertheless,  original  red 
glows  up  from  either  side,  quite  an  event  for  a  Half  Cent  from  the  1790’s. 
While  most  of  this  coin’s  problems  are  a  direct  result  of  the  late  die  state  and 
weak  strike,  it  should  be  remembered  that  this  was  struck  under  crude  con¬ 
ditions  and  should  therefore  be  viewed  accordingly  by  prospective  bidders. 
The  planchet  shows  a  myriad  of  tiny  marks,  almost  certainly  present  on  the 
planchet  before  striking.  Weak  on  Liberty’s  face,  bust  and  date,  but  all  dis¬ 
cernible.  Likewise,  the  reverse  is  weak  on  the  right  side,  opposite  the  weak¬ 
ness  of  the  obverse.  Some  may  attribute  the  strike  to  die  failure,  or  planchet 
preparation,  or  to  a  late  summer  afternoon:  perhaps  it’s  all  three.  The  weight 
ol  the  planchet  is  normal,  between  the  other  two  examples  offered  of  this  va¬ 
riety,  so  we  don’t  believe  that  this  was  the  cause.

Sharpness  of  a  higher  grade,  but  this  example  has  a  mark  on  the  obverse  left 
of  the  date,  coupled  with  nicks  hidden  in  Liberty’s  hair  and  surrounding 
fields.  Why  early  copper  seems  to  have  attracted  this  type  of  abuse  is  likely  a 
testament  to  its  time.  People  traveled  by  horseback  with  their  money  jostling 
about  in  leather  pouches,  slamming  these  pouches  down  with  authority  at 
the  local  pubs  and  ale  houses,  further  marking  up  the  coins  inside.  Hence, 
often  early  copper,  silver  and  gold  show  extensive  circulation  marks.  Not¬ 
withstanding  these  marks,  the  color  is  medium  chocolate  brown  with  lighter 
devices.  The  cultivated  collector  can  see  beyond  these  minor  imperfections 
and  will  delight  in  the  acquisition  of  this  high  grade  specimen.

Sharpness  of  a 
higher  grade,  but  a  toning  spot  above  IB  reduces  the  grade  slightly. 
Sumptuous  red  and  tan  color  with  glossy,  unmarked  surfaces.  1  he  re¬ 
verse  free  of  spotting  or  detracting  marks.  Struck  enough  off-center 
to  eliminate  about  ’/3of  the  dentils,  as  illustrated,  but  with  all  other 
device  detail  visible.  During  the  process  of  preparing  copper  for 
planchets,  large  ingots  of  copper  were  squeezed  between  heavy  steel 
rollers  and  repeatedly  drawn  through  until  copper  sheets  were  re¬ 
duced  to  the  proper  thickness  for  planchets,  causing  a  number  of  tiny 
marks  to  appear  during  this  process.  All  too  often,  these  marks  are 
present  after  the  coin  is  struck,  very  similar  to  adjustment  marks  on 
silver  and  gold  coins  of  this  era.  On  copper  coinage,  these  appear  as 
a  peppering  of  marks,  often  at  the  central  devices.  Similarly,  a  shallow 
planchet  void  is  discernible  on  the  right  obverse,  which  too,  was  like¬ 
ly  caused  during  the  planchet  preparation  process.  Struck  off  center 
enough  to  read  HALF  CENT,  but  these  letters  are  still  weak.  Some 
reddish  patina  (corrosion)  and  very  well  struck  for  the  variety.  Roger 
Cohen  kept  extensive  notes  for  the  Condition  Census  of  Half  Cents, 
and  this  coin  was  tied  for  Sixth  in  his  Condition  Census;  and  is  also 
plated  in  the  Second  edition  of  his  authoritative  work  on  Half  Cents 
as  a  “Defective  Planchet”  and  “Off  Center  Strike.”  1  he  sum  of  our 
observations  is  that  this  superlative  coin  belongs  in  an  important  va¬ 
riety  collection,  perhaps  it  will  be  yours.

While  struck  from  the  same  pair  of  dies  as  the  previ¬ 
ous  1795  Cohen-6a  coins,  this  one  was  struck  on  a  very  heavy 
planchet,  about  40%  heavier  than  the  legal  planchet  stock  seen.  This 
type  of  planchet  was  discovered  by  Roger  Cohen  in  1953,  and  later 
it  was  determined  that  these  heavy  planchets  were  actually  cut  down 
Large  Cents  as  others  were  found  with  Large  Cent  undertype.  Well 
known  since  its  publication  in  the  first  edition  of  American  Half  Cents 
in  1971,  and  eagerly  sought  by  Half  Cent  collectors,  who  have  now 
found  a  total  of  18  of  these  heavyweight  examples.  This  particular 
coin  is  plated,  both  obverse  and  reverse,  in  the  first  edition  of  Rogers 
book,  and  is  placed  as  tied  for  the  Seventh  best  in  the  Condition  Cen¬ 
sus.  Sharpness  slightly  higher,  but  a  minor  pit  in  the  dentils  above  the 
R  in  LIBERTY  and  another  mark  above  AL  on  the  reverse  will  serve 
to  identify  this  great  rarity.  In  general,  this  coin  is  quite  alluring  and 
is  one  of  the  many  highlights  in  this  vast  collection. 

Struck  on  a  Large  Cent  planchet,  although  we  couldn’t  find 
any  undertype,  and  known  as  such  by  the  very  heavy  weight  of  the 
planchet.  Apparently,  the  spoiled  Large  Cents  used  were  not 
rolled  out  to  the  proper  thickness,  but  simply  cut  down  to  Half 
Cent  size,  which  accounts  for  the  substantially  thicker  and  heavier 
planchets.

66  1796.  Cohen-1.  Rarity  6.  Good  4.  No  pole;  triple  leaf  at  F2.  Plain  edge.  70.68  grains.  One  of  the  premier  rarities  in  all  United  States  Coinage,  the 

“No  Pole”  1796  Half  Cent  deserves  its  great  fame  and  more.  After  more  than  a  century  since  its  publication  a  scant  17  have  been  found.  Sharpness  of 
a  higher  grade,  but  this  particular  coin  was  burnished  on  the  obverse,  probably  to  reduce  the  minor  porosity,  some  of  which  remains.  In  the  color  de¬ 
partment,  one  finds  mottled  shades  of  brown,  with  a  rather  pleasing  appearance  overall.  A  glance  reveals  a  heavy  die  crack,  which  spans  horizontally 
across  the  obverse,  known  on  all  examples  of  this  variety.  Such  a  crack  quickly  terminated  the  obverse  dies  use,  accounting  for  the  great  rarity  of  this 
variety.  Furthermore,  the  crack  likely  contributed  to  the  weakness  on  the  upper  reverse  lettering  and  devices,  xs  the  lower  plane  of  the  die  seems  to 
exhibit  a  sharper  strike  in  comparison.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  Roger  Cohen  collection  and  worthy  of  a  revered  place  in  any  variety  or  date  set. 

It  is  curious  to  note  that  two  obverse  dies  lack  the  pole  to  Liberty’s  cap  of  freedom:  one  is  found  dated  1 795,  with  the  1  in  date  engraved  using  an  I  punch,  the 
other  being  this  famous  1796  die,  always  found  with  the  sharp  bisecting  die  break  and  a  regular  1  punch  used  for  the  date.  Remarkably,  the  date  and  LIBER  IT  are  often 
sharp,  even  on  low  grade  coins,  of  this  variety.

Sharpness  of  a  higher  grade,  but  minor  porosity  on  either  side,  but  all  device  detail,  lettering  and  dentils  can  been  seen, 
with  similar  areas  of  weakness  to  the  previous  coin,  as  illustrated.  Free  of  problems  in  general,  the  only  apparent  ones  are  a  minor  patch  of  porosity  left 
of  the  date  and  a  rim  irregularity  between  F  A  on  the  reverse.  Still  and  all,  one  of  the  most  sought-after  Half  Cents,  and  rightly  so,  with  a  population  of 
17  currently.  A  second  opportunity  to  purchase  this  great  rarity! 

The  year  1796  unfolded  with  continued  chaos  for  the  employees  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Die  steel  that  year  was  particularly  prone  to  catastrophic  breakage.  The 
1796  no  pole  Half  Cent  and  the  Bo!ender-6  Silver  Dollar  both  exhibit  terminal  breaks,  with  no  known  early  (unbroken)  examples  seen.  Other  dies  seemed  to  break  early, 
with  many  denominations  revealing  a  rapid  deterioration  as  cracks  and  die  sinking  appeared  much  sooner  than  seen  during  1795  and  later  years.  Sources  for  die  steel 
and  even  copper  and  silver  were  uncertain  during  this  era,  as  the  Mint  struggled  to  coin  every  tidbit  of  metal  that  passed  through  their  doors,  using  equipment  that  has 
to  be  considered  meager  at  best.  An  in  depth  collection,  like  Roger  Cohen’s,  chronicles  these  vast  battles,  as  men  matched  wits  against  uncertain  employment  with  the 
Senate  attempts  to  legislate  the  Mint  out  of  existence,  disease  and  constant  supply  shortages  of  necessary  equipment.  Truly  a  struggle  was  unfolding,  and  today  we  can 
only  but  wonder  how  anything  at  all  was  produced  during  this  period,  and  smile  gently  when  we  see  the  number  of  double  struck,  overstruck  and  offeenter  coins 
produced.

Here  is  the  early  die  state,  no  bulge  left  of 
the  L.  Dark  brown  fields  with  lighter  devices  and  well  centered.  Free  of  all  but 
a  couple  of  shallow  scratches,  one  running  from  Liberty’s  forehead  to  her 
neck,  others  in  the  left  obverse  field.  While  we  can’t  quite  be  sure  as  to  what, 
this  coin  started  out  as  something  else,  perhaps  a  Large  Cent  or  more  likely  a 
Talbot,  AJIum  and  Lee  Token,  as  there  appears  to  be  a  ribbon  knot  next  to 
the  right  of  the  date  and  other  fragments  above  AM  of  AMERICA.

Velvety  milk  chocolate  surfaces  that  look  as  if  they  just  popped  from 
the  molds  of  the  famous  chocolate  maker  in  Hershey,  Pennsylvania 
rather  than  a  Mint  product  of  Philadelphia.  And  what  an  example, 
glossy  and  lustrous,  the  only  detraction  being  faint  roughness  and  red 
areas  on  the  reverse,  and  free  of  nearly  all  signs  of  contact.  Unless  a 
full  mint  red  example  comes  your  way,  we  doubt  you  would  ever 
want  to  upgrade  this  stunning  coin. 

Aside  from  the  excellent  color  and  surfaces,  this  coin  has  a 
wonderful  collage  of  cracks  and  bulges.  The  two  bulges  near  the 
L  are  growing,  the  crack  through  the  B  extends  through  Liberty’s 
lower  two  curls  to  the  rim  left  of  date.  Another  crack  through  the 
lower  part  of  the  cap,  another  behind  Liberty’s  face,  yet  another 
through  the  Y,  one  from  the  tip  of  Liberty’s  nose  to  rim  near  pole, 
with  a  branching  crack  to  the  junction  of  Liberty’s  chest  and 
neck.

Excellent  color  and  surfaces  for  the  grade,  and  free  of  distracting  cor¬ 
rosion  or  other  problems.  Medium  to  dark  brown  throughout.  A  single  re¬ 
verse  rim  mark,  between  the  ribbon  end  and  U,  is  the  only  blemish  worthy 
of  mention,  while  the  balance  of  the  fields  and  devices  reveal  that  this  has 
been  a  cherished  coin  for  many  generations.  Plated  in  the  first  edition  of 
American  Half  Cents  as  the  “Shattered  obverse.” 

Struck  from  badly  broken  dies,  the  strike  uneven  with  numerous  areas  of 
weakness.

By  1801  the  mint  found  itself  in  another  production  bind;  all  available  HalfCent  planchets  were  coined  in  late  1  800,  with  more  planchets  expected  from  Boulton 
and  Watt  in  England.  However,  none  would  arrive  until  late  1803  from  this  primary  source  of  copper  planchets.  Nevertheless,  orders  for  Half  Cents  continued  to  arrive, 
with  no  relief  in  sight  from  Boulton.  Hence,  the  coiner  began  to  accumulate  spoiled  Large  Cents  and  clippings  for  coining  into  Half  Cents.  When  planchets  were 
available,  a  2  was  carefblly  punched  over  the  final  0  of  an  existing  unused  die  (the  same  2  punch  was  used  on  Dimes  and  Quarter  Eagle  dies  of  1 802)  and  the  old  rusted 
and  worn  reverse  die  was  once  again  pressed  into  service.  Only  a  few  were  struck  with  this  die  marriage,  making  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  find  varieties  of  the  entire 
Half  Cent  series.

Details  of 
nearly  Extremely  Fine  but  Liberty  was  scraped  on  her  lower  neck  and  shoul¬ 
der,  but  completely  toned  over  and  don’t  detract  as  much  as  one  would  ex¬ 
pect.  The  reverse  die  has  really  deteriorated  and  shows  massive  sinking 
through  the  ES  and  tops  of  the  wreath.  Extremely  rare  in  this  grade  and  col¬ 
lectors  would  do  well  to  purchase  such  a  difficult  coin  in  this  grade  whenever 
one  is  discovered.  Hated  in  the  second  edition  of  Roger’s  work  as  the  “Second 
Use”  and  one  of  the  most  beautiful  examples  of  this  die  pairing  in  this  exten¬ 
sive  run  of  multiple  die  states.

A  secondary  crack  impales  A2  from  the  wreath 
and  joins  the  primaiy  crack  in  F2  at  the  center  of  the  reverse.  As  Roger  details 
in  his  second  edition,  this  reverse  has  been  paired  with  three  separate  obverse 
dies,  two  of  them  at  least  twice,  making  for  five  discernible  issues.  What’s  more, 
after  a  number  of  1 804  Cohen- 1  s  were  struck  (first  use — no  reverse  crack),  the 
mint  coined  additional  1803  Cohen-3’s  (second  use — with  the  reverse  crack)!

Dark  tan 
with  some  darker  brown  hugging  the  devices.  The  surfaces  have  a  number  of  problems,  first  the  entire  obverse  has  been  scratched  with  fine  marks  and 
buffed,  the  reverse  is  also  scratched  and  has  rough  areas  on  the  left  side,  which  obliterate  much  of  ITED  ST.  But  these  problems  fade  when  one  considers 
the  great  rarity  of  this  issue.  For  only  thirteen  are  currently  known,  this  being  the  ninth  best  to  represent  the  die  pairing.  Plated  in  the  first  edition  of 
American  Half  Cents  and  one  of  the  most  desirable  rarities  in  the  Half  Cent  series. 

Early  die  state  without  the  rim  break  over  ERTY  on  the  obverse,  and  only  the  beginnings  of  the  long  die  crack  from  the  4  to  bust,  although  the  condition  makes 
the  state  of  this  crack  uncertain.  Mike  Packard  carefully  examined  this  coin  and  noted  that  there  is  a  low  area  above  ERTY  where  the  cud  eventually  forms,  which  he 
believes  was  caused  when  the  sliver  of  the  obverse  die  (as  the  cud  was  forming)  was  actually  lowen\\M\  the  striking  surface  of  the  die.  This  broken  piece  would  have 
soon  fallen  from  the  die,  creating  the  famous  ERTY  cud  seen  on  the  next  two  examples  of  this  great  rarity.  Mike  knows  of  only  five  Half  Cents  exhibiting  “retained 
cuds”  in  the  entire  series:  one  on  the  reverse  of  1 803  Cohen-2,  another  on  the  obverse  of  1 804  Cohen-9  and  two  examples  on  the  obverse  of  1 808  Cohen-2.  Interested 
collectors  should  examine  this  coin  for  only  once  in  a  great  while  are  any  (much  less  3!)  examples  of  this  variety  available.

Even  the  casual  observer  can  understand  why  this  is  such  a  rare  variety,  for  the  obverse  die 
cracked  severely  in  two  places,  the  first  crack  appears  at  the  crosslet  of  the  4,  it  extends  to  Liberty  s  drapery  folds  where  it  branches,  one  to  the  rim,  the 
other  up  into  the  field,  parallel  to  the  rim,  and  out  on  the  rim  just  across  from  Liberty’s  eye.  The  second  crack  appears  above  ERTY,  and  quickly  becomes 
a  heavy  cud  over  these  letters.  Wonderful  color  and  surfaces,  although  a  tiny  spot  of  corrosion  is  located  in  the  field  before  Liberty  s  eye,  another  patch 
on  the  lower  reverse  near  the  fraction.  Also,  one  rim  mark  is  visible  above  the  M  on  the  reverse.  Weakly  struck  on  the  18  of  date  and  ED  ST  on  the 
reverse.  These  little  problems  do  not  detract  from  this  extremely  rare  coin  and  are  enumerated  more  as  identification  for  future  reference  than  to  detail 
faults.  For  this  is  the  Finest  Known  example  with  the  obverse  rim  break  and  tied  for  the  Fourth  Finest  Known  overall.  1  he  obverse  is  plated  in  Roger  s

Also,  the  die 
cud  is  fully  rounded,  and  likely  that  portion  of  the  die  had 
completely  broken  away.

NOTE:  The  variety  originally  listed  in  Roger’s  1971  edition  of  American  Half 
Cents  is  1804  Cohen-3  was  delisted  in  his  1982  edition.  The  reason  for  this  con¬ 
fusion  was  that  early  in  the  striking  of  1 804  Cohen-5,  the  obverse  die  was  damaged, 
producing  the  “Spiked  Chin”  obverse.  In  Roger’s  first  edition,  this  early  die  state 
was  given  a  separate  variety  number,  as  Cohen-3.  It  is  now  known  that  this  is  only 
an  early  die  state  of  the  pair  of  dies  used  to  produce  Cohen-5  and  therefore  should 
not  be  a  separate  variety,  but  merely  an  undamaged  die  state  or  “First  Use”  of  the 
Cohen-5  die  pairing.

A  second  example 
of  this  rare  die  pairing.  Free  of  significant  contact  marks,  this  rarity  should 
bring  a  strong  price  in  spite  of  its  slightly  rough  fields.  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine, 
but  the  surfaces  are  dark,  with  the  oft-seen  light  porosity  and  resulting  dull¬ 
ness  on  either  side.  Such  is  the  fate  of  copper,  for  over  long  periods  of  time 
nearly  all  copper  coinage  becomes  exposed  to  the  elements  and  the  inevitable 
porosity  appears.  One  glance  at  a  tray  full  of  ancient  bronze  coins  tells  the  sto¬ 
ry,  for  nearly  all  are  green  or  dark  with  porosity,  as  patina  from  exposure  to 
moisture  or  a  damp  climate  quickly  changes  the  surfaces  from  smooth  to 
rough  and  pitted. 

It  is  difficult  to  discern  the  die  state  as  the  porosity  hides  the  extent  of  the 
cracks.  The  reverse  crack  from  the  2  through  the  UN  is  visible,  but  very  weak 
as  are  the  cracks  above  A1  and  FI .

Aside  from 
these,  the  reverse  has  a  minute  scrape  between  ES  and  another  on  and  above 
the  ribbon  bow.  One  would  be  hard  put  to  find  a  better  example,  the  few  bet¬ 
ter  ones  appear  locked  up  in  famous  collections  for  the  time  being. 

At  best,  it  is  nearly  impossible  to  find  any  pleasing  examples,  for  any  Half 
Cent  in  this  grade  has  its  own  peculiarities  acquired  from  circulation.  We 
must  keep  in  mind  that  these  coins  have  not  always  been  cherished  reminders 
of  our  past,  and  therefore  carefully  handled  by  experienced  numismatists: 
they  were  jostled  about  in  coin  purses  by  galloping  riders,  flung  down  on  the 
bar  at  local  ale  houses,  and  even  worse,  often  became  lost  and  trampled  in 
dusty  streets.  Hence  the  number  of  battered  coins  we  see  today.  Collectors 
should  really  appreciate  a  coin  like  the  one  offered  here,  for  it  has  smooth, 
clean  surfaces  without  the  problems  seen  on  so  many  other  “Little  Half  Sis¬ 
ters.”  Plated  in  Walter  Breen’s  Half  Cent  Encyclopedia  as  “State  IV.” 

Although  the  die  state  of  the  previous  two  examples  was  difficult  to 
determine,  the  surfaces  of  this  coin  are  smooth  and  the  grade  is  high  enough  to 
allow  the  cracks  to  be  seen.  One  crack  extends  from  the  2  to  the  U  of 
UNITED,  another  from  the  rim  to  A1  and  the  last  from  the  rim  to  the  top  of 
the  F.  The  obverse  crack  from  the  crosslet  of  the  4  to  the  drapery  is  not  yet 
visible.

This  particular  die  pairing  produced  one  of  the  most  fascinating  and  studied  dete¬ 
riorations  in  all  of  American  numismatics.  The  obverse  die  exhibits  the  popular 
“Spiked  Chin”  while  the  reverse  die  begins  life  in  a  perfect,  early  die  state  and  pro¬ 
ceeds  to  crack  and  chip  along  much  of  the  legend,  with  so  many  slightly  different 
die  states  that  a  complete  set  may  require  the  purchase  of  nearly  every  example  of 
this  Cohen-6  die  pairing.  Immerse  yourself  in  this  selection  as  a  group  of  this  mag¬ 
nitude  has  not  been  available  since  our  Robinson  Sale  in  1989. 

A  recent  article  by  Gene  Braig  appeared  in  Penny-Wise  (May  15,  1990  issue) 
which  details  some  44  different  die  states,  although  some  cracks  and  breaks  may 
have  occurred  at  the  same  time.  It  appears  that  a  number  of  these  different  die 
states  are  offered  herein.

Scattered  marks 
on  either  side,  mostly  on  the  reverse,  which  has  a  number  of  long  scratches 
through  the  legends  and  in  the  center.  On  the  obverse  there  is  a  patch  of  po¬ 
rosity  behind  the  ribbon,  right  of  the  date  and  before  Liberty’s  face. 

The  cud  is  now  developing  over  LIB,  with  enough  definition  in  the  cud  to 
show  that  the  chip  had  not  yet  separated  from  the  die,  but  was  simply  pushed 
above  the  field  of  the  rest  of  the  coin.

A 
wonderful,  high  grade,  high  color  coin  that  will  impress  even  your  non  nu¬ 
mismatic  friends!  Traces  of  mint  red  are  visible  about  the  tan  devices.  One 
minute  patch  of  corrosion  is  visible  above  the  upper  ribbon,  but  does  not 
measurably  detract  from  this  magnificent  example.  For  this  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  coins  in  this  sale.  It  has  not  passed  without  notice  that  all  Draped 
Bust  Half  Cents  are  extremely  scarce  in  or  near  Mint  State.  While  scores  of 
Large  Cents  are  known  in  high  grade,  only  a  handful  of  Half  Cents  are  found 
in  such  lofty  condition.  A  coin  for  the  discriminating  numismatist. 

The  crack  through  the  tops  of  LIBERTY  is  strong.  Also,  the  crack  has 
appeared  from  the  rim  to  the  post  of  R.

We  must  re¬ 
member  that  most  coins  have  been  cleaned  at  one  time  or  another  and  de¬ 
pending  on  the  color  and  surfaces,  this  may  or  may  not  be  easy  to  discern. 
Collectors  would  do  well  to  educate  themselves  by  viewing  as  many  coins  as 
possible  in  order  to  form  their  own  opinion  as  to  the  past  handling  of  each 
coin  they  would  consider  bidding  on.  Possibly  double  struck  as  there  appears 
to  be  some  extra  dentils  impressed  on  the  rim  across  from  Liberty’s  bust.  A 
coin  worth  examining.

The  cud  over  LIB  is  a  bit  stronger  than  the  preceding,  but  is  not  as  advanced 
as  the  final  state,  where  the  chip  has  fallen  from  the  die  (or  is  so  raised  as  to  not 
touch  the  planchet  during  striking).

Lovely  dark 
olive  brown  in  color  and  with  only  a  few  trivial  contact  marks  on  Liberty  (two 
in  her  hair,  one  just  forward  ol  where  her  earring  could  be).  A  beautiful  coin 
with  only  a  hint  of  definition  in  the  cud  above  LIBE.  The  obverse  is  plated 
in  second  edition  of  Roger’s  book  as  the  “Broken  Obverse.”  One  which  any 
collector  would  be  proud  to  own — and  deservedly  so! 

The  rim  break  over  LIBE  just  touches  the  upper  left  serif  of  R  and  shows  only 
a  touch  of  definition,  which  indicates  that  the  chip  had  not  yet  fallen  from  the 
die.

At  first  glance,  a  really  beautiful  coin  with  mottled  dark  color  on  the 
obverse.  When  a  glass  is  used  to  view  the  surfaces,  tiny  corrosion  pits  become 
visible  where  the  mottling  is  located.  There  is  some  active  corrosion  on  and 
below  TY,  more  is  found  on  the  reverse  under  Si  and  above  F,  but  these  are 
all  small  and  don’t  detract  a  great  deal.  On  balance,  still  an  attractive  coin  that 
deserves  consideration.

Sharpness  of  Very  Fine  30,  how¬ 
ever,  someone  has  carefully  scratched  corrosion  spots  from  the  obverse,  one 
in  the  field  below  Y,  others  above  and  near  the  ribbon,  one  below  Liberty’s 
jaw  and  then  buffed  the  coin  lightly,  but  not  enough  to  eliminate  the  scratch¬ 
es.  The  reverse  has  signs  of  similar  monkey  business,  but  they  are  harder  to 
detect.  One  small  patch  of  corrosion  still  resides  above  Cl .  A  coin  worth  ex¬ 
amining,  for  late  die  states  are  tough  to  find  in  any  high  grade.

Sharply  impressed,  three  times  in  fact,  and  an  unusual  mint  error  even  in  the 
Half  Cent  series.  The  coin  is  tan  to  olive  in  color  with  blue  highlights  on  the 
obverse.  First  the  coin  was  struck  slightly  off  center,  then  restruck  on  center 
the  second  time,  and  then,  in  an  effort  to  strike  out  the  initial  error,  restruck 
the  coin  a  third  time,  slightly  shifting  it,  so  that  some  of  the  lettering  is  dou¬ 
bled.  One  must  examine  this  coin  carefully  to  unravel  its  striking  secrets — 
for  they  are  striking.  Evidence  is  clear  on  the  obverse  where  the  base  of  Liber¬ 
ty’s  ribbon  is  clearly  doubled,  and  a  faint  outline  of  the  ribbon  is  visible  well 
above  the  later  two  strikes,  and  similarly  on  the  reverse  legend  AMERICA. 
Of  course  collectors  know  how  rare  such  errors  are,  for  they  are  seldom  avail¬ 
able  in  any  condition,  much  less  in  a  nice  grade  like  this  example.  So  examine 
the  strikings,  the  color  and  surfaces  and  prepare  a  liberal  bid,  for  even  then 
you  may  not  capture  this  prize.

Plain  4;  two  berries  under 
T2,  the  wreath  stems  at  different  angles.  82.10  grains.  Medium 
brown  with  a  number  of  small  dark  spots  about  the  obverse,  larger 
ones  on  the  reverse.  Signs  exist  that  the  coin  was  carefully  brushed 
long  ago,  but  not  enough  to  disturb  the  letters  or  other  devices.  Such 
brushing  is  quite  common  on  early  coinage,  often  done  to  reduce 
corrosion  or  circulation  marks  and  scratches.  Luckily,  this  was  done 
by  an  expert,  and  little  evidence  remains.  All  too  often,  this  damages 
the  surfaces  and  reduces  the  grade  substantially. 

It  has  been  our  experience  that  scarce  coins  often  languish  on  the 
sidelines  when  great  collections  are  sold,  being  overshadowed  by  the 
great  rarities  offered.  As  collectors  looking  to  upgrade,  or  to  finally 
obtain  high  grade  examples  of  rarities,  be  sure  to  prepare  bids  on  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  scarceh'igh  grade  coins  offered,  as  well  as  the  great  rarities. 

Particular  to  this  reverse  die  is  an  area  of  sinking  on  the  bow 
and  CE  of  CENT.  As  more  coins  were  struck,  this  area 
progressively  weakens.

Dark  steel 
and  well  centered.  Sharpness  slightly  higher,  but  examination  finds  a  couple 
of  contact  marks,  the  worst  a  shallow  scratch  from  the  lowest  curl  to  rim. 

Curiously,  this  reverse  choose  to  fail  by  sinking,  rather  than  cracking  or 
forming  cuds  along  the  rim.  The  sinking  results  from  increasing  concavity  of 
the  reverse  die  which  results  in  the  reverse  of  the  coins  being  convex.  No  other 
Half  Cents  bulge  in  quite  this  way,  but  it  is  similar  to  the  Sheldon-15  Large 
Cent  in  Roger’s  collection.

By  the  time  this  coin  was  struck,  ALF,  UN  and  the  bow  have  sunk  into 
oblivion.  One  can  imagine  the  goings  on  at  the  mint  on  a  late  Saturday 
afternoon,  the  sun  setting,  your  quotient  of  Half  Cents  nearly  complete,  and 
this  reverse  die  develops  the  annoying  habit  of  sinking  a  little  bit  more  with 
every  coin  struck.  No  one  notices  as  you  strike  off  the  last  of  the  planchets,  each 
coin  showing  less  and  less  detail  on  the  reverse.  The  strikings  pass  unnoticed. 

At  last,  the  church  bell  rings  out.  the  reverse  die  is  discarded  and  the  boss  says 
“see  you  Monday.”..

Sharpness 
of  Extremely  Fine  40,  but  this  example  is  dark  tan  with  some  golden  high¬ 
lights.  Average  surfaces,  with  circulation  marks  on  either  side  under  the  scru¬ 
tiny  of  a  loop.  Aside  from  these,  a  few  spots  are  visible,  but  they  are  not  deep 
or  multicolored.  Notwithstanding  these  ever  present  difficulties,  here  again  is 
another  excellent  coin  that  would  beautifully  represent  this  variety  in  most 
any  collection.  Best  of  all  it  is  plated  in  the  first  edition  of  American  Half 
Cents. 

This  die  pairing  selected  the  quiet  deterioration  option  over  the  catastrophic 
cracking  and  swelling  that  sends  die  state  specialists  into  raptures.  For  here  we 
see  minor  rusting  with  slight  rim  crumbling,  which  more  often  than  not,  is 
obscured  by  off-centering,  above  MERIC.

Crosslet  4,  nearly  touching  0  and 
bust;  no  stems  on  wreath.  80.86  grains.  Here  is  a  charming  example  of  this 
common  variety  with  nearly  full  cartwheel  and  color  of  dark  olive  to  steel, 
and  abundant  tiny  spots  give  added  character.  Only  a  couple  of  the  spots  have 
evidence  of  corrosion,  the  worst  (although  tiny)  between  the  F.R  on  the  ob¬ 
verse,  and  a  red  one  located  beneath  the  Y.  Glossy  with  loads  of  mint  color 
remaining,  and  were  it  not  for  the  spots,  this  coin  would  be  about  as  struck. 
A  minor  planchet  flaw  resides  on  the  rim  near  the  lowest  curl,  with  its  sister 
on  the  reverse  at  T2.  For  reasons  lost,  many  1804  Half  Cents  have  rim  flaws, 
perhaps  caused  by  planchet  cutters  or  some  other  process  used  in  their  pro¬ 
duction.  Plated  in  Rogers  first  edition  and  still  rated  as  the  tenth  best  in  his 
Condition  Census. 

Struck  from  worn  dies,  with  the  familiar  “halo”  around  Liberty  in  the  fields.

87.81  grains.  Here  is  one  of  the  most  enticing  1804  Half  Cents  we  have  seen. 
Golden  tan  throughout,  with  only  a  couple  of  trivial  toning  spots  on  the  ob¬ 
verse  to  note  the  passage  of  time,  one  at  the  base  of  E,  another  below  the  bust 
and  lastly  below  the  date.  Likewise,  the  reverse  has  some  toning  spots  through 
the  word  S  I  A I  FS.  Considering  the  number  of  high  quality  coins  offered  in 
this  sale,  the  opportunity  to  select  from  several  superb  Half  Cents  poses  a 
problem  most  collectors  have  not  witnessed:  which  coins  to  buy.  Having  the 
winning  bid  on  any  of  the  high  grade  coins  in  this  collection  will  make  each 
collector  a  winner.  The  coin  offered  here  is  rated  in  Rogers  notes  as  the  Sixth 
Finest  he  had  seen,  which  is  quite  a  statement  for  this  common  variety. 

The  dentils  are  sharp  along  the  lower  portion  of  the  obverse,  and  right  side 
to  bottom  of  the  reverse.  There  is  no  evidence  of  the  die  crack  in  the  left  obverse 
field,  although  this  may  be  a  result  of  striking,  as  all  known  examples  have 
evidence  of  this  light  crack.

This  coin  has  a  beautiful  olive  color  that  is  mellowing  to  brown.  In  addition, 
the  surfaces  are  very  smooth  and  only  a  few  tiny  contact  marks  can  be  located. 
On  the  rims,  several  areas  are  uneven,  perhaps  caused  by  the  collar  or  edge  of 
the  die,  and  these  should  be  examined.  As  more  and  more  coins  were  struck 
by  this  pair  of  dies,  the  dentils,  rims  and  strike  quality  shows  great  variation 
on  the  rim.  Plated  in  Rogers  second  edition  and  truly  a  wonderful  collector 
coin  and  listed  as  the  twelfth  best  in  his  Condition  Census. 

The  obverse  crack  in  the  left  field  is  clear,  and  only  half  of  the  dentils  are 
visible  on  the  reverse,  these  on  the  lower  half.

This  coin  appears  to  have  been  struck  without  a  collar,  for 
the  rims  are  wide  and  with  little  definition.  However,  this  example  has  a  series 
of  small  depressions  from  contact  with  a  blunt  instrument,  one  behind  the 
ribbon  end,  another  on  Liberty’s  cheek,  and  several  on  the  reverse  near  TES 
OF.  Careful  examination  is  required  to  find  them  and  these  marks  are  not 
readily  apparent.  Which  is  why  we  feel  this  is  a  very  attractive  Half  Cent. 

Late  die  state,  the  obverse  crack  is  clear,  the  dentils  nearly  gone  on  both  sides 
and  with  wide  rims.

color  evenly  distributed  on  either  side.  A  few  faint  pinscratches  are  noted  on 
the  obverse,  some  of  which  form  circles  at  the  center. 

This  coin  was  the  center  of  a  bit  of  controversy  between  Roger  Cohen  and 
Walter  Breen.  Needless  to  say,  these  numismatists  did  not  always  see  eye  to  eye 
when  it  came  to  emission  sequences  and  die  states.  Here  we  have  a  coin  that 
was  struck  from  a  late  die  state,  this  point  is  clear  as  the  dentils  are  very  weak 
and  obverse  die  crack  is  present.  In  fact,  this  particular  example  is  noted  in  Mr. 
Breen’s  Encydopetlia  under  Breen-10  as  die  state  IV,  wherein  he  notes  rim 
breaks  at  1CA.  Mr.  Cohen  felt  that  the  weakness  above  the  1CA  was  striking 
related  and  not  a  function  of  rim  breaks.  Whatever  the  truth  is,  here  is  the  coin 
that  began  the  controversy  on  this  particular  variety.

IB  touch;  no  stems  on 
wreath.  86.65  grains.  The  color  and  surfaces  approach  Mint  State,  but  re¬ 
duced  a  notch  because  of  a  minor  planchet  lamination  through  the  lower  re¬ 
verse.  Excellent  color  ranging  from  tan  to  brown  on  either  side,  and  again,  a 
most  beautiful  coin  that  will  satisfy  any  collector.  One  tiny  neck  nick,  anoth¬ 
er  on  the  B  of  the  obverse.  Well  balanced,  struck  and  preserved. 

Early  die  state  with  no  cud  on  the  reverse. 


Tawny 
highlights  beneath  tan  color  in  the  fields  provide  an  excellent  contrast  for  the 
devices.  The  obverse  and  reverse  appear  to  have  been  buffed,  resulting  in  a 
polishy  look  to  the  fields.  Circulation  marks  are  revealed  with  a  glass,  but 
none  are  heavy.  A  pleasant  example  of  this  common  variety. 

Well  struck  with  the  usual  rim  variations  and  obverse  crack  in  the  left  field.

Superb  faded  mint  color  that  has  turned  to  tan  and  dark  brown  and  choice 
surfaces  for  the  grade,  this  coin  will  entice  any  collector  who  enjoys  these  rare- 
early  Draped  Bust  coins.  Nearly  in  the  Condition  Census  for  the  variety. 

A  small  rim  cud  has  formed  just  past  A3,  below  the  right  ribbon  end. 


214  1805.  Cohen- 1.  Rarity  1 .  Good  5.  Anodier.  82.56  grains.  While  a  couple  of 
rim  marks  are  noted  as  well  as  a  scrape  on  the  central  reverse  this  coin  does 
have  one  quite  unusual  feature.  Liberty’s  profile  is  doubled,  from  her  chin  to 
her  upper  curls,  just  below  ER.  Tan  with  some  mottled  verdigris.  Perhaps  the 
dies  shifted  slightly  during  the  striking  process,  and  very  similar  to  the  1804 
Cohen- 13  with  the  doubled  profile  on  Liberty  a  few  lots  back.

Both  lower  serifs  weak  on  T, 
small  5,  fraction  bar  ends  over  the  center  of  2.  84.72  grains.  Here  is 
one  of  the  rarest  die  pairings  in  this  extensive  series.  In  fact,  Roger 
owned  only  1  example  of  this  die  pairing,  whereas  he  often  retained 
two  or  more  of  the  other  rarities.  1  he  surfaces  could  be  a  bit  better, 
but  the  color  is  tan  and  the  strike  is  sharp  for  this  variety.  Sharpness 
of  Very  Good,  but  some  faint  scratches  run  parallel  at  a  60°  descend¬ 
ing  angle  on  the  obverse,  mostly  confined  to  Liberty.  In  addition,  a 
wavy  scrape  can  be  seen  just  above  Liberty’s  bust.  On  the  reverse,  the 
strike  is  bold  from  the  rim  to  the  wreath,  then  weak  on  HALF 
CENT.  At  the  center  of  the  reverse  is  a  series  of  about  40  shallow 
marks,  where  some  bored  blockhead  tapped  a  blunt  instrument  re¬ 
peatedly.  We  mention  this  not  to  detract  from  the  coin,  but  merely 
to  enumerate  its  minor  problems,  for  we  must  remember  that  this  is 
no  common  variety,  but  one  of  the  better  examples  of  this  die  pairing 
known.  And  a  rare  pairing  it  is,  one  of  the  few  Rarity-6’s  to  stand  the 
test  of  time.  This  one  is  not  in  the  Condition  Census,  but  a  step  or 
two  below.  An  important  opportunity. 

As  Mr.  Cohen  discusses  in  his  book,  why  this  reverse  die  was 
discarded  is  unknown,  aside  from  the  weakness  at  the  center,  no 
breaks  or  cracks  are  known.  The  obverse  was  later  used  on  the 
Cohen-3  pairing  of  this  year  and  it  elects  to  fail  by  massive 
swelling  in  the  right  field.  No  trace  of  the  obverse  swelling  is  seen 
on  this  example.

Both  lower  serifs  on  T  weak;  fraction  bar 
begins  over  left  edge  of  2.  81.33  grains.  Sharpness  slightly  better,  but  deep 
brick  red  with  moderate  porosity  on  both  sides,  visible  in  the  fields.  However, 
wear  on  the  devices  reduces  the  effect.  On  the  reverse,  someone  has  scratched 
both  above  and  below  the  right  side  of  the  wreath,  above  LF  and  under  MER. 
While  this  coin  is  scarce  in  any  grade,  it  is  decidedly  rare  with  only  a  trace  of 
the  obverse  bulge,  and  should  therefore  attract  the  attention  of  die  state  spe¬ 
cialist  even  with  its  minor  problems. 

The  obverse  shows  only  a  trace  of  the  bulge  in  the  right  field,  and  this  is  clear 
even  with  the  porosity.  Weak  at  the  central  reverse  on  H  and  CE,  as  usual,  for 
this  variety.  Finally,  the  die  chip  (or  engraver’s  scratch)  from  the  right  foot  of 
A3  is  not  visible,  perhaps  due  to  the  porosity.

217  1805.  Cohen-3.  Rarity  4.  Fine  12.  Another.  81.94  grains.  Medium 
brown  and  glossy  surfaces  too!  For  this  coin  to  be  appreciated,  the 
collector  need  look  no  further  than  the  Condition  Census.  Opening 
Roger’s  second  edition,  his  Census  reads  EF  (1) — VF  (3) — F  (7).  Per¬ 
haps  a  few  others  have  been  discovered  in  the  past  ten  years,  but  this 
coin  still  resides  near  the  Condition  Census.  Identifiable  by  a  mark 
above  and  left  of  the  ribbon,  another  horizontal  one  in  the  upper 
curls,  starting  near  the  top  of  her  forehead.  On  the  reverse  a  glass 
finds  scattered  circulation  marks,  mostly  near  the  center  where  the 
weak  strike  contributed  to  this  affliction.  This  variety  has  long  been 
known  as  the  “Small  5,  Stems”  1805.  However,  confusion  arises  in 
that  there  arc  two  die  pairings  that  fulfill  this  qualification,  both  the 
Cohcn-2  and  Cohen-3.  Therefore,  we  have  selected  the  fraction  bar 
as  the  determining  factor,  it  begins  above  the  center  of  the  2  on  Co¬ 
hen-2,  and  near  the  left  edge  of  the  2  on  Cohen-3.  In  either  case,  any 
“Small  5,  Stems”  is  a  find  as  both  are  quite  rare.  A  foremost  rarity  in 
this  grade  and  worthy  of  a  strong  bid. 

Unlike  the  previous  coin,  the  right  field  shows  strong  sinking 
from  the  Y  down  to  Liberty’s  bust,  as  each  successive  strike  caused 
the  swelling  to  grow  and  deepen.  Additionally,  small  pits  formed 
in  the  die,  the  most  obvious  close  to  the  dentils  straight  across 
from  the  tip  of  Liberty’s  nose.  The  final  diagnostic,  the  chip  or 
engraver’s  scratch,  is  sharp  from  the  right  serif  of  A3  toward  the 
ribbon.

Milk  choc¬ 
olate  color  on  either  side,  and  well  struck,  even  on  the  central  reverse.  This 
die  pairing  has  the  reputation  of  usually  being  found  with  poor  surfaces  and 
other  problems.  Here  is  an  alluring  example  that  boasts  problem-free  surfaces 
and  enticing  color.  One  small  mark  to  the  right  of  the  D  will  help  to  identify 
this  example  for  future  reference. 

The  bulge  is  still  in  the  gentle  knoll  stage,  before  the  inflated  Everest 
appearance  terminated  this  obverse’s  use.  Also,  the  rim  chip  is  visible  across 
from  Liberty’s  nose,  as  is  the  mark  on  the  right  serif  of  A3. 


219  1805.  Cohen-3.  Rarity  4.  Good  5.  Another.  79.78  grains.  Dark  brown  even¬ 
ly  distributed  on  both  sides.  A  pair  of  ancient  scratches  above  the  ribbon,  and 
a  small  mark  below  the  chin  are  about  the  only  marks  worth  noting.  On  the 
reverse,  circulation  marks  are  evident,  mostly  near  the  center,  as  the  weakness 
in  this  area  allowed  the  central  reverse  to  collect  more  marks  than  the  protect¬ 
ed  outer  rims.  This  is  one  of  the  many  challenges  of  designing  coins:  keeping 
the  fields  busy  enough  with  devices  to  protect  the  smooth  fields  from  the  nu¬ 
merous  marks  that  occur  during  circulation.  First  of  all,  high  rims  with  den¬ 
tils  protect  the  entire  coin,  then  the  highest  devices  (such  as  Liberty’s  hair,  the 
lettering,  wreath  etc...)  receive  the  most  marks,  and  lastly,  only  well  directed 
marks  settle  in  the  surrounding  fields  by  missing  these  devices.  On  this  die 
pairing,  the  central  reverse  is  usually  poorly  struck,  allowing  a  higher  number 
of  marks  to  become  visible,  rather  than  hidden  by  the  devices. 

Heavy  swelling  in  the  right  obverse  field,  weakly  struck  on  the  central  reverse. 


Dark  brown  with 
minor  porosity  on  both  sides.  A  few  marks  are  noted,  a  couple  on  the  neck, 
another  behind  the  ribbon,  and  one  above  the  L  on  the  reverse.  Perfectly  ac¬ 
ceptable  for  this  variety,  which  is  usually  found  much  worse  and  with  abun¬ 
dant  problems.  One  for  the  collector  who  demands  value. 

Usual  die  state  with  the  bulge  strong,  and  central  reverse  weak. 


221  1805.  Cohen-3.  Rarity  4.  Good  4.  Another.  84.88  grains.  The  detail  of  a 

higher  grade,  but  during  some  past  idle  hour  some  forgotten  individual  filed 
most  of  the  rim,  producing  the  appearance  of  reeding,  but  clearly  done  after 
this  one  left  the  Mint.  Nevertheless,  the  balance  of  the  coin  is  reddish  brown, 
with  darker  color  highlighting  the  devices.  Weakly  struck  at  the  center  of  the 
reverse,  as  nearly  always  seen  on  this  die  pairing. 

Late  die  state  with  previously  mentioned  inflated  Everest  swelling  in  the 
fields,  die  chips  along  the  left  obverse  rim,  and  mark  from  the  right  serif  of  A3-

Sharpness  of  Very 
Good,  but  dark  brown  fields,  with  lighter  devices  that  combine  to  give  the 
appearance  of  a  higher  grade.  One  orange  spot  on  the  lower  curl,  and  several 
shallow  pinscratches  clustered  in  the  central  reverse.  A  coin  that  should  be 
viewed,  as  the  problems  may  prove  distracting  to  some  buyers,  but  unimpor¬ 
tant  to  others.  Still  a  rare  coin  in  any  grade. 

Moderate  swelling  in  the  field,  the  die  chips  visible,  but  weak  and  the 
extension  on  the  right  serif  of  A3  visible. 


Sharpness 
slightly  better,  but  steel  gray  to  brown  and  clean  surfaces  on  the  obverse.  On 
the  reverse  however,  is  a  sharp  dent  from  the  left  wreath  to  below  the  H, 
which  is  deep  enough  to  produce  a  small  bulge  below  Liberty’s  ribbon.  Were 
it  not  for  this  mark,  the  coin  would  be  pretty  nice,  and  still  worthy  of  a  place 
if  the  others  offered  before  prove  elusive. 

Heavy  bulge  before  Liberty’s  face,  as  usual,  with  the  familiar  chips  along  the 
rim,  and  the  chip  on  the  right  serif  of  A3  toward  the  ribbon.

224  1805.  Cohen-4.  Rarity  2.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Large  5  touching 
bust;  fraction  bar  begins  over  left  edge  of  2.  84.72  grains.  A  lovely 
specimen  of  this  common  variety,  one  which  exudes  faded  mint  red 
with  mostly  tan  color.  Most  of  the  mint  luster  has  toned  down  over 
the  years,  but  this  is  still  glossy  and  very  appealing.  Tied  with  several 
others  that  are  a  whisper  from  Mint  State.  As  we  have  stated,  and  here 
again  hammer  on  this  important  point,  Draped  Bust  Half  Cents  in 
or  near  Mint  State  are  rare.  Only  a  few  small  hoards  have  been  dis¬ 
covered,  these  now  widely  dispersed.  But  this  is  as  it  should  be,  for 
where  was  our  country  during  this  infancy  period?  Chaos  reigned. 
Coins  from  various  world  countries  circulated  along  with  our  issues 
and  many  areas  had  never  seen  a  coin  from  the  new  Philadelphia 
Mint  by  1805.  The  dribble  produced  out  of  Philadelphia  usually  cir¬ 
culated,  and  circulated  hard  until  they  were  lost,  buried  or  returned 
for  recoining.  Few  were  saved.  Even  fewer  survive  in  a  grade  ap¬ 
proaching  Mint  State.  The  point  we  are  trying  to  make  is  that  we 
heartily  recommend  the  purchase  of  at  least  one  example  from  these 
high  grade  coins  offered  herein.  Identifiable  by  a  vertical  mark  before 
Liberty’s  neck  and  a  small  spot  on  the  B.  The  reverse  is  even  nicer,  one 
tiny  stain  on  the  left  side  of  O  shows  that  this  is  the  plate  coin  from 
both  editions  of  Rogers  book. 

One  of  the  middle  die  states,  with  a  crack  connecting  the  base 
of  1 8,  another  up  from  the  left  side  (lower)  of  1  which  just  misses 
the  curl  into  field,  and  yet  another  through  the  base  of  LIBERT 
and  middle  of  Y  into  field  toward  the  rim.  A  heavy,  lumpy  break 
connects  the  top  of  1  to  the  lower  loop  of  the  8,  and  a  similar 
lumpy  break  extends  up  into  the  field  from  the  second  curl  from 
the  bottom.  Much  of  the  obverse  die  exhibits  roughness,  from 
improper  annealing  or  polishing,  and  this  feature  is  seen  on  most 
examples.  On  the  reverse,  triple  clash  marks  are  clear  along  the 
left  side  of  the  wreath,  between  the  leaves.  Lastly,  the  chip  from 
the  right  serif  of  the  A  is  clear.

225  1805.  Cohen-4.  Rarity  2.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Another.  86.42  grains. 
Excellent  steel  brown  on  either  side,  which  combines  with  hints  of  mint  lus¬ 
ter  and  lots  of  charm  to  produce  a  very  eye  appealing  example  of  the  late  die 
state.  Free  of  handling  marks  and  the  high  points  show  only  a  hint  of  wear 
(actually  cabinet  friction),  so  be  prepared  to  pay  a  premium  for  this  speci¬ 
men,  its  well  worth  it.  One  of  the  choicer  About  Uncirculated  examples.  One 
tiny  planchet  lamination  below  the  5  and  a  speck  is  located  left  of  the  L. 
Boldly  struck  and  an  impressive  coin  with  lots  of  cartwheel! 

The  obverse  die  state  had  greatly  deteriorated  since  the  prior  coin  was  struck. 
Numerous  chips  and  fissures  appear  in  the  obverse  fields,  including  a  strong 
example  of  Gilbert’s  “diminutive  Goatee”  on  Liberty's  chin.  Observations 
confirm  the  crack  through  the  bases  of  LIBERTY  extending  beyond  in  either 
direction,  another  crack  connecting  the  bases  of  18  well  up  into  the  left  field 
below  the  curls,  another  through  the  middle  of  18  with  lumps  and  a  similar 
lumpy  crack  up  from  the  second  curl  into  the  field.  Lastly,  another  crack  from 
the  rim  to  the  5.  bust  and  well  into  the  field  on  the  right.  Aside  from  this 
collection  of  cracks,  the  reverse  has  its  own  evidence  of  aging.  The  triple  clash 
marks  appear  to  have  been  ground  down  a  bit,  although  two  show  clearly, 
others  more  faintly.  Above  ES  O  the  dentils  have  faded  away,  and  this  may  be 
evidence  of  rim  break,  as  others  are  clear  and  sharp  nearby.  One  for  the 
specialist  to  study  and  admire.

Small  high  6,  B  below 
E  at  base;  no  stems.  84.26  grains.  Steel  blue  with  greenish  hints  about  either 
side,  with  abundant  original  luster  combining  to  make  a  most  beautiful  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  variety.  An  arc  of  toning  extends  from  Cl  to  the  rim  above  1 1 
on  the  reverse.  Here  again,  this  workhorse  “No  Stems”  reverse  die  was  pulled 
off  the  shelf  to  strike  another  bin  full  of  Half  Cents.  It  had  been  used  in  both 
1804  and  again  in  1 805,  always  producing  a  large  number  of  coins.  This  coin 
is  identifiable  by  a  small  planchet  flake  below  Fl  on  the  reverse,  the  only  oth¬ 
er  item  to  note  are  a  few  scattered  spots  in  the  right  obverse  field.  One  would 
be  hard  put  to  find  a  better  one,  although  several  exist  in  Mint  State.  Plated 
in  Rogers  first  edition,  both  obverse  and  reverse.  One  of  the  most  common 
Half  Cent  varieties. 

On  the  obverse,  slight  weakness  is  noted  at  the  top  of  LIB.  otherwise  well 
struck.  By  the  time  this  coin  was  struck,  the  obverse  die  had  clashed  with  the 
reverse,  and  clash  marks  are  visible  on  either  side  of  Liberty.  The  reverse  rim 
has  a  small  cud  just  below  the  right  ribbon  end,  which  formed  during  the  tail 
end  of  production  of  the  1805  Cohen-1  No  Stems  variety. 

One  confusing  error  in  Gilbert’s  1916  variety  book  on  Half  Cents  was  the 
notation  that  top  of  6  touches  the  drapery.  For  many  years  (the  Gilbert  book 
being  the  standard  reference  book  until  Roger  printed  his  first  edition  in  1971) 
catalogers  listed  1806  Half  Cents  as  “not  in  Gilbert”  but  with  dies  very  similar 
to  G-l  because  the  6  did  not  touch  the  drapery.

Mostly 
milk  chocolate  color  with  some  mottling  on  both  sides.  Liberty  has  a  halo  of 
green  along  her  face  and  bust.  Trivial  circulation  marks  only,  identifiable  by 
one  tiny  rim  mark  above  E2,  and  a  single  field  mark  below  N2.  An  excellent 
example  of  this  die  pairing. 

The  obverse  clash  marks  from  the  wreath  are  visible,  and  the  crack  through 
the  tops  of  LIBERTY  is  present,  although  very  faint.  The  rim  breaks  over 
MER1CA  to  below  the  fraction  are  difficult  to  see  as  the  entire  rim  is  rounded 
from  the  strike  centering  (the  dentils  are  very  weak,  but  the  chips  are  not  visible 
when  compared  with  the  next  example  offered).

to  the  ribbon  end.  Well  struck  and  quite  respectable  for  the  late  die  state  col-i 
lector. 

Late  die  state,  the  obverse  crack  through  the  tops  of  LIBERTY  is  present,  and 
there  are  reverse  rim  breaks  above  and  between  AM,  above  the  middle  and  right 
side  of  M,  over  ER,  between  IC  and  from  A3  to  the  right  stem  end.

Sharpness  slightly  better,  but 
dark  brown  color  on  the  obverse  with  blue  highlights  on  the  reverse, 
likely  from  an  old  cleaning  and  expert  retoning.  Actually  a  higher 
grade,  but  reduced  because  of  shallow  scrapes  in  the  right  obverse 
field,  one  extending  from  Liberty’s  chin  to  the  rim,  another  shorter 
one  in  the  field  above.  A  pair  of  nicks  are  located  on  the  ridge  of  Lib¬ 
erty’s  nose.  Collectors  must  bear  in  mind  that  many  of  the  high  grade 
coins  known  are  locked  away  in  famous  collections,  and  that  an  of¬ 
fering  such  as  this  will  likely  not  occur  again  anytime  soon.  In  fact,  a 
few  of  the  truly  rare  varieties  in  this  collection  have  not  been  offered 
at  public  auction  in  decades! 

On  the  obverse  at  the  bases  of  RT  four  rows  of  impressed 
dentils  are  clear.  One  of  the  dies  must  have  become  quite  loose 
and  clashed  the  obverse  repeatedly  in  this  location,  creating  the 
four  rows  of  impressed  dentils.  No  trace  of  the  break  below  the 
06  of  the  date  to  drapery.

Details  of  a 
higher  grade,  much  higher  in  fact,  but  damaged  by  several  shallow  cuts,  from 
being  struck  with  a  sharp  knife  or  other  blade  instrument,  nearly  all  on  the 
obverse.  One  of  these  marks  extends  horizontally  from  the  rim  through  the 
hair  and  along  Liberty’s  jaw  to  the  other  rim,  the  others  are  less  obvious.  Most 
of  the  marks  are  located  on  the  rims.  On  the  reverse  there  are  a  couple  of 
small  planchet  laminations,  both  on  the  rim,  one  above  U,  the  other  between 
D  S.  Nice  color  and  surfaces  otherwise.  Plated  in  the  first  edition  of  Roger’s 
book,  obverse  and  reverse. 

The  dentils  impressed  below  the  RT  have  weakened  a  bit.

RI  touch  at  base.  78.70  grains.  Medium  brown  fields  on  the  obverse 
with  lighter  devices.  Sharpness  of  a  higher  grade,  but  one  area  of  red 
corrosion  surrounds  Liberty,  a  bit  above  her  head,  but  mostly  before 
her  face  and  below,  extending  to  the  rim  near  her  bust.  A  few  trivial 
scratches  on  her  lower  curls  and  drapery,  remain  neatly  hidden  by  the 
devices.  Trivial  scrapes  can  be  found  with  a  glass,  some  in  the  left 
field,  others  on  Liberty,  but  none  detracting  or  very  annoying.  Turn¬ 
ing  to  the  reverse,  nearly  all  of  which  is  covered  with  carpet  of  red  cor¬ 
rosion,  a  glass  fails  to  find  any  significant  marks.  One  arc  from  El  to 
T  3  remains  the  brown  color  of  the  obverse.  As  we  have  mentioned 
previously,  copper  tends  to  attract  this  type  of  surface  over  long  peri¬ 
ods,  for  copper  is  an  active  metal  which  reacts  with  the  air,  forming 
corrosion.  In  this  case,  an  even  layer  of  red  color,  with  the  appearance 
of  a  dusting  of  paint,  is  present  over  much  of  the  coin.  But  the  im¬ 
portant  point  remains  that  this  is  a  Cohen-3,  not  a  fact  to  be  taken 
lightly  to  be  sure.  For  only  a  handful  exist  in  all  grades.  The  Finest 
seen  grades  a  mere  Fine  (of  which  there  are  2),  another  half  dozen  or 
so  exist  in  Very  Good.  Clearly,  if  you  need  this  variety,  you  had  better 
not  wait  lor  a  finer  one  to  turn  up,  as  you  may  have  to  wait  a  very 
long  time. 

Th  e  crack  through  the  tops  of  LIBERTY  is  not  visible,  nor  is 
the  reverse  crack  above  ICA.

Large  6  firmly  touching 
bust;  RI  close  at  base,  but  do  not  touch,  thin  fraction  bar  on  right. 
83-80  grains.  Undoubtedly  from  the  large  hoard  dispersed  by  the 
Chapman  brothers  after  the  turn  of  this  century,  this  one  without  the 
annoying  spots  that  often  impair  those  seen.  In  fact  enticing  original 
red  remains  near  the  devices,  with  the  balance  of  the  coin  brown.  Free 
of  handling  marks  or  problems  and  well  struck  on  all  but  the  upper 
leaves  and  S2  as  is  common  to  this  die  pairing. 

A  large  hoard  was  found  long  enough  after  production  to  allow 
most  to  be  retained  in  Mint  State  and  not  spent.  One  of  the  only 
“common"  draped  bust  Half  Cents  in  Mint  State.  This  particular 
coin  has  the  ever  present  weakness  at  the  top  of  the  wreath  and 
S2,  but  shows  nearly  all  of  the  drapery  lines  and  excellent 
definition  on  Liberty’s  curls.  The  reverse  is  rotated  about  20°. 
Repunching  on  the  6  is  still  sharp.

83.95 
grains.  Nearly  identical  in  color  and  surfaces  to  the  preceding  exam¬ 
ple,  but  this  one  has  lovely  mint  red  near  the  devices  with  the  balance 
of  the  coin  a  medium  brown.  Very  weakly  struck  on  Liberty’s  drapery 
lines  have  less  definition  as  do  the  upper  leaves  of  the  wreath.  The  ES 
are  weak.  Scattered  handling  marks,  none  major.  If  you  missed  the 
last  one,  be  sure  to  stretch  for  this  coin,  it  is  well  worth  it.  Here  again, 
a  magnificent  Half  Cent  that  would  be  the  highlight  of  most  collec¬ 
tions. 

The  reverse  die  had  only  slightly  rotated  when  this  coin  was 
struck,  with  the  typical  weakness  described  above.  A  tiny  rim 
break  is  noted  above  the  B  on  the  obverse,  which  covers  the  outer 
half  of  three  dentils.  This  rim  break  is  visible  because  of  the 
centering,  and  is  only  a  whisper  on  the  prior  coin. 


A 
final  high  grade  example,  this  one  very  glossy  with  light  tan  color  on  both 
sides  and  abundant  mint  luster,  but  lacking  the  original  red  of  the  previous 
pair.  The  sharpness  of  Mint  State,  but  one  mark  on  Liberty’s  neck  and  anoth¬ 
er  series  below  the  Y  are  present.  Weak  on  Liberty’s  drapery  lines  and  the  up¬ 
per  reverse,  otherwise  sharp.  Free  of  spots  on  the  surfaces  except  for  one  on 
the  edge  across  from  Liberty’s  bust.  Simply  splendid. 

The  reverse  is  rotated  about  30°.  The  repunching  still  shows  on  the  6.  The 
rim  break  above  B  is  missing  due  to  centering,  as  on  most  examples.

As  the  reverse  die  continues  to  rotate  clockwise,  this  coin  being  about  70° 
clockwise  from  center,  the  weakness  in  the  strike  also  moves.  Here  the  devices 
are  weak  at  the  tops  of  LI  BE  on  the  obverse,  strong  on  the  drapery  lines,  the 
reverse  weak  all  along  the  lower  right  side  to  below  the  fraction,  while  strong  at 
the  upper  wreath.  The  tiny  rim  break  is  visible  in  the  dentils  above  the  B,  but 
no  crack  through  ERTY  yet.

S.  Plated  in  the  first  edition  of  Roger’s  American  Half  Cents,  both  obverse  and 
reverse.  One  of  the  many  die  state  rarities  in  this  extensive  collection.

A  pair  of  marks  in  the  field  near  Liberty’s 
chin,  a  few  others  on  her,  but  none  deep  or  annoying.  Rarely  found  this  nice. 

Early  die  state,  full  dentils  on  either  side,  the  7  recut  with  a  faint  crack 
through  its  top  into  either  field.  Small  lumps  have  formed  on  the  obverse  die, 
one  in  the  field  behind  the  ribbon,  another  very  close  to  her  lips,  also  in  the 
field.  Die  file  marks  clear  on  Liberty  above  the  drapery  (these  appear  as  parallel 
lines  on  many  dies  of  this  era,  after  many  strikings  and  polishings,  most  of  these 
lines  fade).

Medi¬ 
um  to  dark  brown,  even  on  both  sides.  Well  struck  and  centered,  and  nearly 
free  of  circulation  marks.  Identifiable  by  a  tiny  scrape  on  the  right  side  of  Al. 
This  variety  is  very  difficult  to  find  in  full  Mint  State.  A  rich,  silky  coin  that 
exhibits  wonderful  definition  of  each  device.  Plated  in  the  second  edition  of 
Roger’s  book  as  the  “Late  State”  obverse  and  reverse. 

Struck  after  the  dentils  were  all  but  ground  off,  perhaps  to  remove  clash 
marks  or  other  die  problems.  After  this  process  the  fields  have  a  rounded  and 
scaly  appearance  on  the  obverse.

Late  die  state  without  the  dentils,  but  no  trace  of  the  rim  crumbling  on  the 
obverse  (not  enough  rim  shows  to  determine  if  they  are  there).

The  obverse  has  some  pit  marks  from  circulation,  one  on  the  rim  below 
the  Y,  another  above  the  bust.  Struck  about  10%  off-center  toward  the  date, 
with  about  half  of  the  digits  missing,  the  reverse  also  off-center  with  the  tops 
of  TATES  OF  A  partially  gone.  Usual  late  die  state  with  very  weak  dentils. 
An  error  for  the  specialist,  and  great  for  die  state  study  as  the  rims  of  1807

Two  reverse 
marks  can  be  used  for  identification,  one  below  O  at  the  center  of  the  triple  leaf  tip,  another  on  the  top  right  ribbon  bow.  Struck  perfectly  centered  on 
the  obverse,  but  completely  misaligned  on  the  reverse,  so  that  the  tops  of  MERICA  and  the  fraction  are  missing.  The  wreath  is  also  weak  in  this  area.

Middle  die  state  with  the  crack  along  ITED  and  STATE,  but  the  dentils  arc  still  in  place  where  the  cracks  meet  between  D  and  Si .  On  even  later  die  states,  these 
dentils  break  away,  forming  a  cud.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  the  Veiy  Fine  and  Finest  Known  example  of  this  variety  was  purchased  as  a  Gilbert-1  (Cohen-2  now)  a  scant 
21  years  ago  by  a  now  famous  Half  Cent  collector,  who  traded  it  for  several  other  enticing  Large  Cents.  This  Very  Fine  coin  is  now  firmly  locked  away  in  a  mid-west 
collection.  Likewise,  the  others  known  reside  comfortably  in  various  other  variety  collections.  Unless  a  few  others  turn  up  as  type  or  Guidebook  co ins,  this  die  pairing 
will  continue  in  the  steps  of  the  famous  1795  Sheldon-79  Large  Cent,  with  several  collectors  needing  only  this  one  variety  to  complete  their  collections.  Luckily  for 
collectors,  two  examples  are  now  available  from  the  Cohen  collection,  and  two  more  collectors  can  finally  purchase  this  variety.

71.91  grains.  Olive  steel  atop  the  usual  even  brown  color  on  either 
side.  The  obverse  has  corrosion,  some  in  the  form  of  tiny  pits,  with 
two  larger  areas,  one  in  either  field.  Similarly,  the  reverse  has  corro¬ 
sion  and  pitting.  As  exhibited  on  the  other  7  examples  known,  all 
were  struck  with  misaligned  dies,  so  that  the  rim  over  TED  STAT  is 
very  strong,  while  the  rim  above  AMERICA  and  the  fraction  is  very 
weak.  Curiously,  the  obverse  is  well  struck  and  centered  on  this  vari¬ 
ety.  This  misalignment  placed  additional  pressure  with  each  strike  on 
this  strong  point  of  the  rim,  causing  the  reverse  die  to  break.  Howev¬ 
er,  when  this  example  was  struck,  only  a  hint  of  the  break  had  formed 
from  the  rim  to  the  tops  of  STAT,  making  this  one  of  the  earliest  die 
states  known.  As  the  reverse  quickly  broke  apart,  only  a  handful  were 
struck,  to  date  the  Condition  Census  lists  8  coins,  with  this  example 
a  single  notch  below  the  previous  offering,  as  the  Seventh  Finest 
Known.  Missing  from  nearly  every  major  collection  of  Half  Cents,  in¬ 
cluding  our  extensive  Jack  Robinson  Sale.  This  variety  was  discovered 
by  Roger  Cohen  in  1952.  And  to  date,  only  a  few  others  known  and 
all  are  currently  locked  away  in  very  strong  hands,  and  will  likely  re¬ 
main  so  for  the  foreseeable  future. 

A  very  early  die  state  for  this  die  pairing,  and  may  well  he  one 
of  the  first  coins  struck,  with  only  a  light  crack  from  the  rim  to 
the  STAT  at  top.

Furthermore,  the  surfaces  are  clean,  and 
nearly  free  of  serious  contact  marks.  One  tiny  rim  bump  below  the  1  of  the 
date  and  a  tiny  speck  just  beneath  the  upper  leaves  will  serve  to  hallmark  this 
coin.  And  too,  the  strike  is  bold,  well  centered  on  the  obverse,  a  bit  off  to  the 
lower  right  on  the  reverse,  making  the  rim  on  the  left  strong  and  heavy  (by 
the  way,  this  is  not  a  Cohen-1,  although  this  striking  attribute  is  diagnostic 
to  that  variety). 

Full  rim  break  above  TY  and  rim  to  the  right,  as  the  retained  cud  has  fallen 
completely  out  of  the  die.

For  as  the  steady  stream  of  planchets  were  struck,  metal  would  be 
squeezed  into  the  lumps  and  cracks,  causing  them  to  weaken,  allowing  further 
cuds  and  rapid  deterioration  of  the  die.

late  die  state  of  this  coin,  with  two  obverse  rim  breaks  above  BE  and  TY. 
Sharpness  of  much  better,  however,  the  coin  is  wholly  porous  and  suffers 
from  a  deep  gouge  through  Liberty’s  hair  extending  from  the  ribbon  knot  to 
her  neck.  Also,  there  is  a  shallow  scrape  below  L.  It  is  possible  that  this  coin 
spent  a  number  of  years  temporarily  misplaced  in  the  ground,  then  was  un¬ 
earthed  with  the  aid  of  a  shovel,  which  may  have  struck  the  coin,  causing  the 
gouge.  The  reverse  is  free  of  contact  marks,  but  is  evenly  porous,  similar  to 
the  obverse. 

As  more  coins  were  struck,  the  lumps  over  B  and  E  caused  the  next  major 
step  in  the  obverse  dies  retirement.  The  striking  action  forced  yet  another  cud 
over  BE,  similar  to  the  one  over  TY.  Curiously,  the  area  over  ERT  has  also 
broken  and  begun  to  sink,  with  this  soon-to-be-cud  section  struck  lower  than 
the  surrounding  field  as  the  chip  began  to  fall  from  the  die.  It  apparently 
required  several  strikes  before  the  chip  completely  fell  out,  and  during  the 
process  the  field  where  the  cud  forms  is  the  sharpest  struck  pan  of  the  coin,  as 
this  chip  in  the  die  is  below  the  fields  surrounding.

Mostly  light  tan,  however,  a  number  of  spots 
are  located  on  the  obverse,  with  one  below  the  curl  that  has  formed  a  pit,  as 
well  as  minor  mottling  on  the  reverse.

The  obverse  die  has  the  familiar  rust  in  the  fields,  and  the  reverse  has  cracked 
fro  m  the  leaf  to  the  stem  of  the  berry  near  C2,  also  the  crack  from  the  rim  to 
the  left  serif  on  the  base  of  I  is  faint,  but  visible.

Later  state  than  the  preceding  examples,  with  the  berries  weak  in  areas,  and 
the  reverse  cracks  present.  No  trace  of  the  crack  from  the  rim  to  SI  yet.

An  extremely  rare  variety,  with  about  15  coins  known  in  all  grades, 
only  half  of  which  grade  above  Very  Good.  This  is  one  of  the  Finest 
Known  examples  to  survive,  just  below  a  couple  of  others  in  a  slightly 
better  state  of  preservation.  Richard  Picker  discovered  this  variety 
way  back  in  1954  and  in  spiteof  long  publication  and  a  large  number 
of  collectors  seeking  an  example,  only  a  few  have  turned  up.  It  is  clear 
why  the  reverse  die  was  replaced  by  the  next  example,  and  all  known 
show  die  cracks  above  MERE  Of  the  major  varieties  offered  in  this 
collection,  this  one  is  the  rarest  of  the  Turban  Heads,  and  by  far  the 
most  difficult  to  find  in  high  grade.  Plated  in  both  editions  of  Roger’s 
books,  both  obverse  and  reverse.  A  coin  of  this  caliber  will  always 
command  attention,  and  well  it  should,  for  it  is  a  great  rarity  which 
simply  has  not  been  found  in  better  condition. 

On  the  reverse,  the  engraver  used  heavy  set  up  lines  to  place  the 
legend  properly,  and  then  failed  to  efface  these  lines.  They  are 
clear  between  D  S,  S  O  and  F  A  in  the  legend.  One  can  imagine 
the  engraver  carefully  placing  the  letters  and  tapping  each  punch 
into  the  die.  He  had  a  little  trouble  with  12,  and  examination 
reveals  three  lines  on  the  right  side  of  the  post  where  the  punch 
shifted  minutely  with  each  tap  of  the  hammer.

Sharpness  is  slightly  better,  but 
the  reverse  has  one  file  mark  or  bump,  from  the  base  of  F2  to  the 
wreath  to  the  top  of  the  cud  between  ER  as  illustrated.  This  produces 
a  slight  bend  in  the  coin.  Also,  a  shallow  scratch  is  noted  below  ITE. 
Well  centered  and  struck  on  the  obverse,  the  only  weakness  is  on  the 
lower  curls  atop  Liberty’s  shoulder,  the  reverse  is  a  bit  off-center  to¬ 
ward  the  top.

The  die  break  over  MERI  has  given  way  to  a  fully  rounded  cud. 

Also,  the  crack  continues  over  CA  to  the  rim,  but  it  is  not  known 
if  this  piece  later  becomes  a  cud  or  if  the  die  was  promptly  retired 
after  this  first  major  cud  appeared.  Likely  one  of  the  last  struck.

170°.  As  Roger  noted  in  both  editions  of  his  book,  this  variety  is  scarce  above

Glossy  fields  that  boast  original  mint  color  and  frosty  luster.  Sharpness  of  a 
higher  grade,  but  minor  handling  marks  are  scattered  about  the  surfaces. 
These  marks  fail  to  detract  significantly  from  this  radiant  example.  Struck  af¬ 
ter  the  dies  were  lapped  down,  reducing  the  crispness  of  the  devices.  Rarely 
encountered  near  Mint  State,  this  example  should  attract  strong  bidding 
from  specialists  in  the  series.  Plated  in  the  1982  edition  of  Rogers  American 
Half  Cents  as  the  “Late  State,”  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

As  a  common  practice  in  the  mint,  after  the  dies  appear  to  have  worn  or 
develop  rust  marks  in  the  fields,  they  are  often  removed  and  filed  down  or 
lapped  to  remove  the  stray  marks.  The  result  is  often  weak  detail  on  the  devices, 
as  seen  on  the  coin  here.  Liberty’s  upper  curls  have  been  reduced  shallow, 
indistinct  lumps  above  her  coronet.  On  the  reverse,  several  leaves  have  all  but 
disappeared,  and  the  ribbon  at  the  base  of  the  wreath  is  now  very  weak.  The 
dies  simply  didn’t  have  the  detail  to  produce  the  usual  high  quality  definition 
of  the  early  strikes,  and  these  dies  were  soon  retired  to  the  dust  bin  of  history. 


What  a  cu¬ 
rious  coin,  there  is  little  wear  on  the  surfaces,  but  the  dies  have  been  so  severly 
lapped  that  the  coin  has  little  detail  on  the  upper  devices  of  the  obverse.  Some 
red  coloring  is  noted  on  Liberty  as  well  as  some  pitting  and  scratches.  Free  of 
other  handling  marks  and  a  nice  coin  to  represent  the  late,  lapped  die  state.

Sharpness  of  Mint  State,  but  cleaned  and  retoned  to  a  medi¬ 
um  brown  with  hints  of  subdued  mint  color  in  the  fields  near  the  de¬ 
vices.  A  glass  reveals  trivial  specks  on  the  obverse,  a  few  more  on  the 
reverse,  as  usual  for  copper.  Well  struck  on  Liberty’s  curls,  but  weak 
on  the  right  stars  and  AMERICA,  as  the  dies  became  misaligned, 
thereafter  failing  to  strike  up  the  right  side  of  the  coin.  An  elegant 
composition  by  John  Reich,  supposedly  his  mistress  represents  Liber¬ 
ty- 

Late  die  state  with  the  “crack”  through  TED  STATES,  another 
from  the  center  of  Liberty’s  jaw  to  her  middle  curls,  and  the  ever 
present  one  through  stars  six  and  seven  to  her  upper  curl.

Typical  surfaces 
for  the  grade,  however,  one  red  spot  of  corrosion  has  claimed  the  lower  left 
wreath  below  E4.  A  scrape  can  be  located  on  the  reverse  rim  above  AT,  and  a 
pin  scratch  extends  horizontally  at  the  center.  Struck  while  the  reverse  die  had 
rotated  170°  clockwise  from  normal.  Many  collectors  like  to  assemble  sets  of 
these  rotated  reverse  dies,  based  on  the  number  of  degrees  from  normal.  From 
those  offered  here,  a  great  variety  exist!  One  wonders  if  the  reverse  die  con¬ 
tinued  to  rotate,  thus  unscrewing  itself,  until  it  fell  from  the  coining  press. 
How  embarrassing  that  would  be. 

Early  die  state  with  only  a  trace  of  the  crack  through  STATE,  although 
condition  makes  this  hard  to  determine.

82.87 
grains.  Struck  about  5%  off-center  toward  3  o’clock  and  with  the  reverse  die 
rotated  nearly  270°  clockwise.  Some  craters  above  the  third  star,  a  shallow 
scratch  across  Liberty  and  a  scrape  over  stars  five  through  seven.  Also,  there 
are  two  pits  on  the  top  of  Liberty.  The  reverse  cleaner,  with  a  single  rim  mark 
over  T3.  Furthermore,  the  reverse  is  centered!  How  this  one  was  made  is  a  bit 
of  a  mystery,  and  hence  Roger’s  interest  in  it.  On  balance  acceptable  for  the 
grade.  One  to  study  and  enjoy  without  spending  a  fortune. 

Apparently  the  late  die  state,  with  weak  legend,  but  the  condition  makes  it 
difficult  to  ascertain.

The  0  in  date  and  B  in  head- 
band  are  both  repunched;  D  below  E  at  base.  84.72  grains.  Light  brown  col¬ 
or  and  very  sharp  for  this  early  die  state.  In  fact,  the  surfaces  are  clean,  with 
few  signs  of  handling.  Sharpness  of  nearly  Mint  State,  but  a  glass  reveals  some 
shallow  pinscratches  running  vertically  on  Liberty’s  face  and  there  is  a  rim 
mark  at  12  o’clock  above.  Still  and  all,  glossy  and  graceful. 

Early  die  state  with  a  faint  crack  from  the  upper  curl  to  star  seven.  The  reverse 
has  a  trace  of  the  “crack”  along  the  tops  of  ED  STATES,  but  it  is  so  perfectly 
curved  along  those  letters  that  this  may  have  been  a  set  up  line  for  the  die 
engraver.

18  wide,  double  dentil  right  ofstar 
eight;  berry  under  the  center  of  A2.  83.64  grains.  Choice  milk  chocolate 
color  throughout.  Well  struck  and  centered  with  about  half  of  the  obverse 
stars  showing  their  radial  lines.  One  tiny  scratch  from  the  second  star  to  the 
rim,  another  on  the  back  of  E3.  Both  sides  show  minute  evidence  of  scraping, 
perhaps  to  reduce  trivial  corrosion  spots.  All  this  is  perhaps  overkill,  since  the 
surfaces  and  strike  of  this  very  scarce  coin  are  quite  average  for  the  grade. 
Roger  believed  that  approximately  3Ai  of  the  existing  coins  are  this  early  state. 
Plated  in  the  first  edition  (obverse  and  reverse)  of  his  book,  and  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  coin  indeed. 

Early  die  state  before  the  obverse  cracks  from  the  rim  through  die  first  four 
stars.  One  of  the  many  curiosities  of  early  coinage  is  the  date  1811.  For  some 
reason,  many  of  the  obverse  dies  produced  from  Half  Cents  through  Half 
Eagles  have  all  four  digits  leaning  distinctly  to  the  left.  They  appear  to  he 
bending  in  a  strong  gust  of  wind.  Perhaps  the  engraver  was  three  sheets  to  the 
wind  when  engraving  these  dies.  Whatever  the  case,  a  date  set  of  1  81  1  coinage 
has  a  very  distinctive  flavor  when  compared  with  years  prior  or  after. 


77.31 
grains.  Details  of  a  higher  grade  but  both  sides  have  been  entirely  stripped 
and  burnished,  likely  to  reduce  corrosion.  Now  toned  a  pleasant  tan  to 
brown,  but  all  devices  are  mushy  from  the  processing.  Plated  in  the  second 
edition  of  Rogers  book,  obverse  only.  As  this  obverse  continued  to  strike 
more  and  more  coins,  a  crack  formed  along  the  first  four  obverse  stars.  An¬ 
other  crack  developed  from  the  rim  to  the  second  star.  Suddenly,  Bang! a  chip 
broke  off  the  die  creating  this  two  star  cud.  It  wasn’t  long  before  another  chip 
broke  away,  creating  the  familiar  and  ever-popular  four  star  cud.  Only  a  few 
have  been  found  with  the  two  star  cud,  it  was  first  discovered  by  Roger  in 
1953,  and  even  with  extensive  publication  no  high  grade  examples  have  been 
found.  Like  the  1804  Cohen-6,  this  variety  is  frequently  collected  by  these 
spectacular  die  states,  with  the  two  star  break  being  one  of  the  most  difficult 
to  locate. 

The  obverse  cud  has  formed  from  the  rim  before  Liberty’s  bust,  covering  the 
outer  three  points  of  star  one  and  outer  two  points  of  star  two.  This  is  an 
extremely  rare  die  state.

With  the  Four  Star 
Break.  83-02  grains.  A  beautiful  coin,  not  only  because  of  the  full 
strike,  but  enchanting  dark  chocolate  color  provides  a  tantalizing 
background  for  this  most  spectacular  die  break.  Duly  noted  as  “quite 
rare”in  the  Gilbert  reference  book  7  he  United  States  Half  Cents  back 
in  1916,  this  variety  has  been  immortalized  since  its  appearance  there¬ 
on  plate  IV.  The  only  comparable  obverse  die  failures  are  1796  Co¬ 
hen-1  (the  No  Pole)  and  1797  Cohen-1,  both  of  which  exhibit  die 
cracks,  not  mountainous  cuds  as  seen  here.  Other  cuds  exist  on  ob¬ 
verse  dies,  but  few  can  compare  with  the  notoriety  or  just  plain  Texas 
size  of  this  extensive  break.  What’s  more,  Roger  believed  about  a 
quarter  of  the  mintage  of  181 1  Cohen-1  has  this  cud,  making  it  ob¬ 
tainable  in  various  grades  by  all  serious  collectors  of  Half  Cents.  Plat¬ 
ed  in  Rogers  second  edition,  this  particular  example  has  few  identi¬ 
fying  marks;  one  tiny  scratch  connects  the  base  of  the  L.  to  the  top  of 
the  I  on  the  obverse,  while  the  reverse  has  a  small  planchet  flake  below 
the  left  foot  of  A3-  Always  popular  with  collectors  and  certain  to 
bring  a  strong  price,  which  it  wholeheartedly  deserves. 

In  addition  to  the  towering  cud  from  the  rim  to  the  outer  three 
points  of  stars  one  through  three,  and  two  points  of  star  four,  a 
crack  extends  along  the  outer  points  of  star  four  through  seven. 
Another  crack  is  faint  through  the  outer  points  of  stars  ten 
through  thirteen.  Perhaps  if  the  mint  had  continued  to  strike 
coins,  there  may  have  been  an  eleven  star  cud.

84.26  grains.  Dark  brown  color  and  decently  struck  for  the  variety,  which  is 
noted  for  its  weakness  after  the  dies  clashed.  Scattered  marks,  none  of  conse¬ 
quence,  and  within  reach  of  the  low  end  of  the  Condition  Census  for  the  va¬ 
riety.  Weak  at  the  tops  of  TED  STA  and  opposing  obverse  stars.  A  coin  for 
the  specialist  and  worthy  of  the  finest  collection. 

Struck  after  the  dies  had  clashed,  with  some  of  the  wreath  visible  around 
Liberty’s  lower  curls.  No  trace  of  the  reverse  cracks,  as  described  on  the  later 
coins. 

Coinage  of  Half  Cents  stopped  after  181  1,  as  the  mint  had  finally  run  out 
oflloulton  Hi  Watt  HalfCent  planchets.  Few  181  l’s  were  saved  in  high  grade, 
and  most  circulated  to  low  grades  and  are  frequently  plagued  with  corrosion 
and  other  problems.

Here  is  an¬ 
other  lovely  1811  Half  Cent.  The  fields  show  traces  of  faded  mint  color  and 
the  balance  of  the  coin  is  a  nice  light  tan.  A  tiny  nick  on  Liberty’s  chin  iden¬ 
tifies  this  as  the  plate  coin  for  the  second  edition  of  American  Half  Cents.  A 
pair  of  shallow  scratches  extend  across  the  lower  obverse.  Always  popular  for 
its  low  mintage  and  one  of  the  most  difficult  dates  to  find  without  major 
problems.  An  important  acquisition  for  the  aficionado  of  these  historic  piec¬ 
es. 

Later  die  state,  with  multiple  clash  marks  surrounding  Liberty’s  lower  curls, 
and  the  beginnings  of  the  crack  from  the  rim  to  the  tip  of  F.  which  also  extends 
a  few  microns  to  the  left  of  the  left  serif.

One  wiggly  scrape  from  the  fourth  star  up  towards  Liberty’s  eye  and 
from  there  up  nearly  to  the  seventh  star  identifies  this  as  the  plate  coin  used 
in  Roger’s  first  edition.  Another  tiny  fleck  is  located  above  12  on  the  reverse 
and  these  are  about  the  only  signs  of  contact  on  this  coin. 

An  important  late  die  state  on  the  reverse.  The  crack  extends  both  left 
(slightly)  and  right  to  the  rim  from  the  top  of  F.  Another  crack  connects  the 
tops  of  MER  and  hints  exist  between  AM  that  it  continues  there.  This  is  the 
latest  state  reported,  and  likely  struck  from  the  bottom  of  the  barrel  of  Half 
Cent  planchets,  which  would  not  be  restocked  until  1825  when  a  large  order 
for  Half  Cents  instigated  their  return.

Initially  struck  way  off- 
center  at  1 1  o’clock  on  the  obverse,  with  only  a  row  of  dentils  and  dent  re¬ 
maining.  On  the  reverse,  the  evidence  is  less  clear  as  the  planchet  was  bent  by 
the  first  striking  and  was  realigned  during  the  second  on-center  strike.  A  few 
minor  digs  on  the  reverse,  mostly  near  the  ofF-center  strike.  Seldom  encoun¬ 
tered  in  any  grade,  double  struck  Half  Cents,  especially  an  1811,  are  a  great 
rarity.

At  first  glance,  most  would  call  this  coin  Mint  State,  but  a  glass  re¬ 
veals  cabinet  friction  on  the  upper  elevations  of  the  design.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  a  few  light  scratches  are  discernible  and  a  mark  in  the  left  ob¬ 
verse  field.  We  are  lucky  that  this  is  a  fairly  early  strike,  as  several  stars 
show  repunching.  These  include  the  first,  second,  sixth  and  eighth 
stars.  Near  the  bottom  of  the  Condition  Census  for  this  scarce  vari¬ 
ety,  only  a  half  dozen  are  listed  in  Mint  State,  with  another  half  dozen 
in  About  Uncirculated.  A  rare  and  beautiful  offering  for  the  discrim¬ 
inating  collector. 

Struck  with  the  reverse  die  rotated  about  50°  clockwise.  The 
collar  break  is  again  sharp,  on  this  coin  it  is  located  between  stars 
twelve  and  thirteen.  As  far  as  the  vertical  obverse  break,  it  is  faint, 
but  extends  from  the  rim  to  the  shoulder  curl  of  Liberty.

On  the  reverse,  some  areas  of  dark  verdigris  are  noticeable,  one  on 
and  below  the  ribbon,  others  in  the  lettering  and  devices.  Plated  in  the  first 
edition,  both  obverse  and  reverse,  of  Roger’s  Half  Cent  book.  Well  balanced 
for  the  grade  and  a  decidedly  scarce  Rarity  3  variety,  even  in  this  grade. 

Early  die  state  before  the  obverse  die  cracked  vertically  through  the 
uppermost  curl  of  Liberty  down  to  her  shoulder  curl.

6  over  horizontal  6,  star  thir¬ 
teen  recut;  leaf  under  S2.  A  beautiful  prooflike  coin  that  has  warm  light 
brown  toning  with  an  arc  of  brown  along  the  right  obverse,  while  the  reverse 
is  an  even  milk  chocolate  brown.  Several  large  spots  on  the  obverse,  one  above 
Liberty  on  the  left,  another  from  the  date  to  the  thirteenth  star  and  another 
below  the  bust  tip.  On  the  reverse  a  single  spot  is  located  between  RI.  Two  of 
the  obverse  spots  have  minute  scratches  where  a  pin  was  used  to  scrape  off 
portions  of  the  spots.  Still,  a  rare  coin  in  this  grade  and  near  the  Condition 
Census  for  the  variety,  with  only  3  Mint  State  examples  listed  and  4  as  About

The  dies  were  clearly  polished  before  this  coin  was  struck,  although  the 
spikes  on  the  wreath  are  still  sharp.

In  addition,  the  reverse  die  has  the 
distinction  of  having  a  thorny  wreath,  as  several  sharp  projections  extend 
outward  from  the  leaves  and  stems.  These  projections  were  probably  caused  by 
filing  of  die  to  remove  burrs  or  clash  marks.

What 
is  wonderful  about  this  coin  is  the  obverse  cud  break.  For  the  die  has  now 
failed,  a  large  chip  has  fallen  away  encompassing  the  fourth  and  fifth  stars. 
An  impressive  coin  in  spite  of  its  minor  problems.  Only  five  or  so  are  known, 
this  coin  rated  as  the  second  best  with  the  cud  break.  Clearly,  the  mint  didn’t 
make  many  once  this  die  failed.  Very  rare  and  desirable. 

The  popular  authors  of  Half  Cents  only  refer  to  the  cud  break,  apparently 
none  are  known  with  a  crack  where  the  cud  forms.  Perhaps  some  dolt  dropped 
the  obverse  die  after  attempting  yet  another  regrinding,  or  more  likely,  the 
obverse  just  gave  way,  breaking  apart  under  the  repeated  striking  pressures.

Another  die  file  mark,  at  the  same  angle  (nearly  vertical)  from 
the  bottom  left  serif  of  Al,  through  its  center,  forming  a  lump  just  above  the 
crossbar  on  the  right,  fading  in  and  out  along  the  upper  left  serif  of  T3  to  the 
rim.  Several  letters  on  the  reverse  show  strong  doubling. 

When  dies  are  prepared  using  master  hubs  or  other  engraving  tools,  a 
number  of  rough  areas  and  hurts  need  to  be  removed  from  the  surfaces  before 
coins  can  be  struck.  These  protuberances  are  filed  down,  then  the  die  is 
polished,  making  the  fields  smooth.  However,  on  many  dies  file  marks  remain, 
appearing  as  raised  lines  similar  to  die  breaks,  but  fade  as  more  and  more  coins 
are  struck,  coupled  with  repolishing  to  remove  clash  marks.

Although  a  large  hoard  passed  through  the  hands  of 
Elmer  Sears  during  1935,  coins  of  this  quality  are  still  scarce. 

Struck  from  clashed  dies,  both  obverse  and  reverse. 


346  1835.  Cohen- 1.  Rarity  1.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Another.  Plated  in  both  edi¬ 
tions  of  Roger’s  book,  obverse  and  reverse.  Deep  brown  and  dull  on  both 
sides,  with  clean  surfaces.  One  tiny  neck  nick,  and  a  rim  mark  on  the  reverse 
between  RI  serves  as  identification.  Only  a  hint  of  wear. 

Struck  from  clashed  dies,  with  multiple  marks  on  both  sides. 


347  1835.  Cohen-2.  Rarity  1.  Mint  State  60+.  Small  digits  in  date,  evenly 
spaced;  ST  close  at  top.  Creamy  luster  in  the  fields  with  a  beautiful  blue  tone 
about  the  devices.  In  fact,  a  few  stars  have  faded  mint  red  glowing  around 
them.  One  spot  between  stars  twelve  and  thirteen  and  a  small  planchet  flaw 
from  the  fifth  star  to  curl.  On  the  reverse,  one  small  spot  is  located  below  H. 
These  minor  flaws  identify  this  as  the  plate  coin  from  Roger’s  second  edition, 
and  a  delightful  coin  it  is. 

Only  one  crack  on  the  reverse  through  the  tops  of  MER1CA  to  the  field 
below  the  left  ribbon  end.  No  clash  marks.

Middle  die  state,  the  arcing  reverse  crack  has  appeared  from  the  rim  right  of 
D,  the  wreath,  HA,  wreath  and  right  side  of  O.  The  first  crack  through 
MER1CA  to  below  the  right  ribbon  end  is  present  and  clash  marks  are  faint, 
but  visible.

This  is  the  plate  coin  from  Rog¬ 
er’s  first  edition.  It  is  also  a  very  late  reverse  die  state.  Sharpness  of  Very  Fine, 
but  the  obverse  is  a  mottled  brown  with  lighter  areas  surrounding  the  bust, 
which  implies  cleaning.  A  tiny  mark  on  Liberty’s  neck  and  a  small  rim  mark 
between  OF  serve  to  identify. 

The  arcing  crack  from  near  D  to  O  is  heavy  now,  the  crack  through  the  tops 
of  MER1CA  to  the  left  ribbon  end  has  not  changed:  still  light.  A  new  crack 
from  the  rim  through  R  to  the  wreath  has  appeared.  Heavy  clash  marks,  both 

sides.

First 
star  close  to  bust;  large  berries.  86.1 1  grains.  Dark  brown  toning  in  the  ob¬ 
verse  fields  combines  with  the  frosty  Liberty  to  produce  an  excellent  cameo 
contrast.  The  reverse  is  also  toned,  but  the  wreath  and  parts  of  the  fields  re¬ 
tain  a  fiery  red  color.  Identifiable  by  a  staple  scratch  from  Liberty’s  mouth  ex¬ 
tending  up  the  curl  behind  her  eye,  the  back  down  to  her  jaw.  On  the  reverse, 
a  small  planchet  flake  resides  above  the  left  upper  serif  of  T2.  Normal  hair¬ 
lines  for  the  grade,  but  with  ample  eye  appeal  to  bring  a  premium.  Roger  Co¬ 
hen  categorized  Proof  Half  Cents  by  die  variety  and  by  the  chief  coiner  of  the 
mint  under  whose  stewardship  they  were  struck.  These  new  varieties  are  de¬ 
tailed  in  the  second  edition  of  American  Half  Cents  which  was  printed  in 
1982.  For  this  1836,  about  30  are  known  today  of  this  initial  production 
(originals). 

Chief  coiner  Adam  Eckfeldt  continued  the  tradition  of  striking  Brilliant 
Proof  examples  of  coinage  for  dignitaries  and  other  parties  who  expressed 
interest.  Only  a  handful  were  produced,  some  years  more  than  others,  as 
demand  dictated.  Later,  as  interest  grew  in  obtaining  these  early  Brilliant 
Proofs,  certain  mint  employees  rounded  up  dies  and  struck  off  a  few  more, 
creating  “restrikes.”

351  1837.  Half  Cent  Token.  Low-49.  Fine  15.  Medium  brown  and  probably 
cleaned  long  ago.  One  spot  above  the  3,  others  on  the  reverse  on  and  above 
the  F  of  OF.  Actually  a  token  struck  during  the  panic  of  1837,  when  most 
coinage  disappeared  from  circulation  as  the  United  States  economy  sank  into 
a  terrible  business  depression.  As  is  often  the  case,  ingenious  American  citi¬ 
zens  will  take  matters  into  their  own  hands  when  government  fails  to  fulfill 
its  mandated  obligations.  Regular  coinage  was  eagerly  hoarded  by  consumers, 
and  businessmen  resorted  to  all  sorts  of  makeshift  tokens,  such  as  this,  in  or¬ 
der  to  make  change.  Otherwise  business  would  have  been  reduced  to  barter. 
Included  in  the  Guidebook  and  always  popular  as  the  only  available  Half  Cent 
token  (most  tokens  were  Large  Cent  size  and  weight).

File  marks  below  first  star;  eleven  large  berries  except  for  a  tiny  one 
inside  wreath  near  H.  Reeded  edge,  crushed  in  a  plain  collar.  83.02  grains. 
A  lovely  Brilliant  Proof,  nearly  full  red  in  color,  with  just  a  whisper  of  brown 
forming  on  the  upper  devices.  The  obverse  is  truly  beautiful,  although  both 
sides  have  some  hairlines  in  the  fields.  Identifiable  by  a  short  lint  mark  down 
from  the  front  corner  of  Liberty’s  eye,  another  on  her  chin  and  lastly  a  vertical 
one  on  her  neck.  Well  struck,  as  is  one  would  expect  from  a  Brilliant  Proof, 
and  worthy  of  a  top-notch  collection.  One  of  the  most  alluring  coins  in  this 
entire  series. 

Struck  before  the  reverse  die  was  reground  and  therefore  all  of  the  ribbon  is 
sharp  (later,  when  this  die  was  reground  the  ribbon  above  the  wreath  on  the  left 
disappears).

File  marks  below  first  star;  small  berries,  file  marks  above  RICA.  97.22 
grains.  Cleaned  and  retoned  to  a  medium  brown,  evenly  dispersed  on  both 
sides.  Moderate  hairlines  in  the  fields,  as  is  common  to  most  of  these  early 
Brilliant  Proof  issues.  Identifiable  by  a  shallow  staple  mark  from  the  chin  to 
the  third  star  and  a  spot  on  the  broad  rim  just  above  star  twelve.  Part  of  the 
knife  rim  on  the  obverse  has  been  filed  down.  One  of  only  a  dozen  or  so 
known  in  all  grades  of  this  die  pairing,  and  difficult  to  find  at  all,  much  less 
finer. 

Of  the  dozen  or  so  known,  all  appear  to  be  the  same  die  state.

Olive  brown  and  nearly  fully  recovered 
from  a  gentle  cleaning,  in  fact  considerable  original  red  remains  on  both 
sides.  Well  struck  at  the  centers,  although  some  of  the  dentils  below  the  date 
show  trivial  weakness.  The  obverse  has  some  tiny  specks,  but  none  of  the  usu¬ 
al  annoying  spots  that  early  copper  is  so  prone  to  have.  Identifiable  by  a  tiny 
mark  below  and  left  of  star  eleven  on  the  obverse  and  a  short  lintmark  on  the 
reverse  below  A 2.  Today,  about  30  pieces  are  known  of  this  die  pairing,  and 
this  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful. 

Late  die  state  with  the  obverse  crack  extending  from  the  rim  near  star  two, 
through  stars  three  to  six  and  out  the  rim  above  star  seven.  Apparently  the 
planchets  were  reeded,  then  struck  using  a  plain  collar,  which  crushed  the 
reeding.  A  glass  reveals  evidence  of  the  reeding.

Sharpness  of  slightly  better,  with  light  brown 
with  darker  areas,  but  the  entire  coin  has  been  silvered.  Most  of  the  silvering 
remains  near  the  devices  and  is  more  prominent  on  the  reverse  than  the  ob¬ 
verse.  Roger  noted  on  the  flip  that  this  coin  was  “an  escapee  to  circulation.” 
Others  are  known  with  circulation  wear,  making  this  a  difficult  date  to  find 
in  Brilliant  Proof.  An  affordable  example  of  this  rarity. 

Early  reverse  die  state,  before  it  was  ground  down  resulting  in  the  weakness 
on  the  upper  left  ribbon.

83.64 
grains.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  dull  and  clouded  from  an  ancient  clean¬ 
ing  and  with  a  few  too  many  handling  marks.  Medium  brown  with  hints  of 
blue  in  the  fields.  While  the  number  known  is  still  uncertain,  it  appears  that 
fewer  than  20  could  be  rounded  up  given  a  couple  of  generations  and  unlim¬ 
ited  funds.  Identifiable  by  a  spot  on  the  broad  rim  above  D  and  a  sharp  pin 
prick  below  A4  at  the  central  reverse. 

Light  knife  rims  as  seen  on  these  early  originals,  and  with  the  file  marks 
visible  on  the  obverse  dentils  near  the  second  and  twelfth  stars.

Similarly,  the  reverse 
has  a  spot  on  the  left  side  of  the  ribbon  and  other  smaller  ones  scattered 
about.  Minor  hairlines  in  the  fields,  as  nearly  always  seen  on  Nineteenth  cen¬ 
tury  Proofs.  Nevertheless,  the  color  is  a  light  brown  with  hints  of  blue  in  the 
fields.

Well  struck  with  en¬ 
ticing  red  and  brown  color  and  clean  surfaces.  Struck  from  clean  dies, 
others  appear  to  have  grease  or  some  other  foreign  matter  above  CE 
on  the  reverse.  This  example  is  from  the  famous  Norweb  Collection, 
which  was  auctioned  by  Bowers  and  Merena  in  1987.  In  that  sale,  it 
is  noted  that  the  date  punches  have  a  wholly  different  character  than 
those  of  earlier  or  later  years.  Clearly,  the  8  and  6  are  crude  in  com¬ 
parison  to  these  other  years.  This  is  a  delightfully  choice  coin,  free  of 
problems  and  with  incredible  color.  Probably  between  twenty  and 
thirty  known,  few  of  which  can  surpass  this  coin.

Sharpness  of  a  higher  grade,  but  a  shallow 
test  mark  on  the  rim  between  the  seventh  and  eighth  stars  on  the  obverse, 
other  marks  along  the  rim  as  well.  Nice  iridescent  brown  color  with  hints  of 
blue  in  the  fields,  especially  on  the  reverse.  Although  this  coin  has  seen  circu¬ 
lation,  it  would  still  fit  well  in  a  high  grade  collection.  In  fact,  many  of  these 
early  Proof  coins  were  spent  during  the  many  depressions  that  ensued  follow¬ 
ing  their  issue.  Luckily  for  collectors,  most  remain  in  high  grade  and  are  still 
pleasing  to  the  eye.

This 
coin  has  the  same  character  and  surfaces  of  the  other  “originals”  from 
the  1840’s,  as  well  as  the  same  reverse  die.  Well  struck  throughout, 
with  a  high  knife  rim  around  most  of  the  obverse.  Identifiable  by  two 
tiny  marks  on  Liberty’s  jaw,  and  a  wonderful  example  of  this  great  rar¬ 
ity.

Excellent  surfaces,  which  are  nearly  free  of  marks,  but  both  sides  have  numer- 
ous  tiny  spots. 

Early  enough  die  state  to  show  the  recutting  on  the  second  5,  but  the  spur 
on  the  dentil  over  E3  is  weak.

Early  die  state  with  a  trace  of  the  recut  I  left  of  the  lower  serif.  The  reverse- 
die  has  a  strong  lump  at  the  top  of  1 1 ,  which  Roger  Cohen  described  as  follows 
it  is  not  known  whether  the  pit  which  causes  the  lump  was  on  the  same  die 
which  struck  perfect  specimens,  or  whether  it  is  an  entirely  new  die."  An 
excellent  coin  to  study. 


Subdued  mint  red  on 
both  sides  and  quite  pleasing,  in  fact,  this  coin  is  an  excellent  match  for  the 
preceding  in  the  color  department.  As  Half  Cent  production  draws  to  a  close, 
many  were  saved  as  the  last  of  their  kind,  accounting  for  the  number  of  Mint 
State  coins  available  today.  Nominal  handling  marks  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse,  and,  a  curious  lint  mark  above  the  4  and  another  in  the  right  obverse- 
field.  Plated  in  the  second  edition  of  Roger’s  book,  both  obverse  and  reverse. 

Later  die  state  than  the  preceding,  the  repunching  on  I  no  longer  visible  on 
the  obverse  die.  No  lump  on  1 1  on  the  reverse.

Regular  dies.  69.90  grains.  A  beautiful  example  of  this  scarce  issue,  flaming 
red  orange  color  on  both  sides.  Well  struck,  although  using  nickel  in  the 
planchet  made  it  very  hard,  hence  some  of  the  dentils  and  parts  of  the  upper 
devices  arc  a  touch  weak.  Minor  hairlines  and  verdigris  are  noted  in  the  de¬ 
vices,  mostly  discernible  with  a  glass.  I  he  planchet  is  thinner  than  the  regular 
issue,  and  lighter  weight. 

These  were  struck  as  an  experiment  by  Director  Snowden  in  Older  to  find  a 
better  alloy  to  replace  bronze,  used  on  Half  Cents  and  Large  Cents  until  this 
time,  and  based  on  these,  the  adapted  alloy  was  changed  in  early  1857.

Although 
one  of  the  more  “common”  Brilliant  Proof  Half  Cents,  this  coin  should  still 
elicit  strong  bidding  for  its  glowing  red  color  and  mark-free  surfaces.  The  en¬ 
graving  on  the  date  is  very  shallow,  hence  the  numerals  appear  shallow  when 
compared  with  the  surrounding  devices.  Identifiable  by  a  spot  on  the  rim  be¬ 
tween  stars  four  and  five.  A  real  blazer!

lump  on  right  side  of  A2.  84.26  grains.  Lightly  cleaned  with  resulting  hair¬ 
lines  in  the  fields.  Now  toned  a  medium  brown  with  blue  hints  on  both  sides. 
Boldly  impressed  on  all  but  a  couple  of  obverse  dentils  above  Liberty,  the  re¬ 
verse  legend  is  doubled  for  the  most  part  (visible  with  a  glass).  Roger  Cohen 
considered  this  coin  to  be  an  example  of  the  “Original”  or  Snowden  original- 
3  Proof  in  his  second  edition.  Others  feel  that  this  coin  is  Mint  State,  and  not 
a  special  Proof  striking.  Worthy  of  careful  examination  by  collectors  and  a 
coin  that  will  no  doubt  remain  controversial. 

Roger  carefully  studied  the  reverse  with  doubling  on  OF  AMERICA  and 
believed  it  to  he  sufficient  to  qualify  this  coin  as  a  Proof  striking.  Others  feel 
that  it  is  only  pi  ooflike  and  was  struck  for  circulation.  Interested  bidders  should 
view  the  coin  carefully  in  order  to  make  their  own  determination  as  to  its 
striking  status.  Either  the  reverse  die  shifted  slightly  when  striking  this  coin  or 
it  is  a  new  variety.  This  coin  is  very  similar  to  the  1857  Cohen- 1  we  sold  in  our 
1989  Jack  Robinson  Sale,  Lot  2021
